MINISTER OF PUBLIC SECURITY 


n June 92, the Ministry of the Solicitor General of 

Canada (now the Department of Public Security), 
in cooperation with the Assembly of First Nations, 
sponsored a First Nations Policing Workshop 
Calgary to explore policing options for First Nations 
communities. 

One of the main objectives of the Workshop 
was to help First Nations representatives go back to 
their communities with some solid ideas about how to 
choose and put in place the right kind of police service 
for their respective communities. 

I'm happy to be able to report that since then 
four more agreements have been signed, including a 


framework agreement covering all of Saskatchewan. A 
total of 74 First Nations communities are now covered 
by agreements signed under the terms of the First 
Nations Policing Policy. Another agreement, Louis 
Bull in Alberta, will be signed this fall. In Ontario, 
negotiations have just concluded with the Union of Ontario Indians on the 
Anishnabek policing agreement, which is now with the parties for ratification. 
Another 11 agreements covering 56 communities are nearing completion and 
we are also in the preliminary stages of negotiation with 40 other First 
Nations communities across Canada.

NATIONAL WORICSHOP IN HALIFAX 


he Aboriginal Policing Directorate sponsored a workshop on First 

Nations police governance in Halifax, August 25-26. The event, 
organized by Wally McKay, Chairman of the Ontario First Nations Police 
Commission, brought together several members of First Nations police 
governing authorities from across Canada. The workshop was timed to coincide 
with the Annual Conference of the Canadian Association’ of Police Boards. 

Today’s society requires a special partnership between the providers of 
police services and the communities they serve. Through police governing 
authorities, such as police boards, commissions and advisory committees, First 
Nations communities have an effective and appropriate role in directing their 
policing services through accountability mechanisms which, at the same time, 
ensure police independence from inappropriate partisan and political 
influences. 


REGIONAL 
MEPs IN PLACE 


he Aboriginal Policing Directorate now has six regional representatives 


in place across Canada to ensure that First Nations have access to the 
First Nations Policing Program (FNPP). This fulfills one of the 
recommendations made at last year’s policing workshop in Calgary. 

The representatives will represent the federal government in discussions 
and negotiations with First Nations and the provinces. They will also have the 
authority to negotiate agreements with both parties for the establishment of First 
Nations policing services. 

Aside from negotiations the regional representatives will also provide 
information on the FNPP and the various policing options available to 
communities under the program. 

Feedback from the regional representatives, as they work hand-in-hand 
with First Nations, will help ensure that the Aboriginal Policing Directorate 
remains responsive to the policing needs of First Nations. 

The regional representatives are, and will continue to be, an essential 
link between First Nations and the federal government as we work in partnership 
toward the goal of safe and secure First Nations communities.

The role of a police governing authority is to provide community input 
into the policing services on such matters as policing policy, goals, objectives and 
priorities. A police board or commission must also ensure police independence 
by acting as a buffer between the “political” authority and the police, and provide 
a mechanism to hear public complaints of improper exercise of police powers and 
violations of Codes of Conduct, as well as mechanisms for grievance and redress 
on matters related to discipline and dismissal. 

The main objective of the workshop was to discuss the roles and 
responsibilities of First Nations police governing authorities. Topics discussed in- 
cluded the relationships between the chiefs of police and the governing authorities, 
budgets, and the planning and functions of a First Nations police board.

FRAMEWORK POLICING AGREEMENT 
SIGNED IN SASKATCHEWAN 
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The current RCMP-FNCPS complement in Saskatchewan consists of 
39 First Nations regular members of the RCMP. This number is expected to 
increase significantly as Community Tripartite Agreements are signed. The 
Community Tripartite Agreements will not only result in additional career 
opportunities for First Nations people in the RCMP but will also provide First 
Nations communities with dedicated professional policing which is culturally 
sensitive to the community’s particular needs, 

The RCMP-ENCPS is just one example of the range of policing options 
available to First Nations communities through the First Nations Policing 
Program.

a ince assuming my duties as Solicitor General, I have had the pleasure 

) of signing eight tripartite policing agreements under the federal 
First Nations Policing Policy. This brings the number of signed agreements 
since the program was launched in 1992 to nineteen. 

This figure represents steady progress. But it is also important to re- 
member that the First Nations Policing Program is not just about signing 
agreements, 

Every agreement is designed to encourage professionalism and 
excclience in ete through training and the establishing of oversight 
mechanisms and policing standards. These are the pu that support every 
professional police 
service in Canada, 
Aboriginal and non- 
Aboriginal. 

A ‘case -in 
| point is the Unama’ki 
Tribal Police Service 
in Cape Breton. The 
service was established 
under an agreement 
signed on July 
1994, and is the first 
independent — First 
Nations Police Service 
in Atlantic Canada. 


Most of the new constables of the service are graduates of the RCMP 
Training Academy in Regina and all are now undertaking fi field training with 
the RCMP in Nova Scotia. They bring to their jobs as police officers not just 
their unique cultural heritage and perspective on policing but also a standard 
of training comparable with any police service in Canada. 

The agreement also provides for a police governance authority, the 
Unama ki Board of Police Commissioners, to ensure police accountabili ity 
and to help develop policing standards and procedures. 

The Unama’ki agreement is typical of every agreement signed to date 
in that it demonstrates that the First Nations Policing Program is as much 
about implementing and maintaining professional policing standards as it is 
about negotiating policing agreements. 

We hope that as First Nations policing services take root across 
Canada, feedback from the officers on the ground and police boards and 
commissions will help us develop research and pilot projects that answer the 
needs of First Nations police services, particularly in the areas of training and 
policing standards, 

This is all part and parcel of the government's commitment to work 
in partnership with First Nations to bring about major reforms to the crimi- 
nal justice system to accommodate the unique cultural needs of Aboriginal 
people. 

The federal First Nations Policing Policy is one way in which we can 
do this. I look forward to working in continued cooperation and partnership 
with First Nations across Canada and the provinces and territories to ensure 
safety and security for on-reserve communities.

= ing as a result of two new projects launched in British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan. 

In B.C., First Nations, with the help of funding from the 
Aboriginal Policing Directorate, are developing curriculae for the creation 
of the Aboriginal Nations Training Institute. 


The proposed new institute would be located in Vancouver at the 
Justice Institute of B.C. and would offer a standardized police training pro- 
eram for recruits where special emphasis would be placed on policing in 
First Nation communities . 

This latter category will include courses in Aboriginal heritage and 


cultural awareness and field training in First Nations communities.

“TRAINING PROGRAMS SOON AVAILABLE FOR FIRST NATIONS POLICE OFFICERS 


Recruits will not only have to meet the same standards and rigid criteria as 
non-First Nations police but will also have the unique opportunity to learn 
more about First Nation Practice and custom. . 

In Saskatchewan, the Federation of Saskatchewan Indian Nations 
(ESIN) has set up a task force to investigate the type of training package best 
suited to future First Nations policing services. There are no self-administered 
First Nations policing services in Saskatchewan at present but the FSIN 
anticipates there will be a need for adequately and culturally trained officers 
in the very near future. 

Although the project is still in the developmental stage, early indica- 
tions are that training will be combined with courses offered at the RCMP 
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Academy in Regina and other courses offered at the Saskatchewan Indian 
Federated College in Saskatoon. 

Training now under consideration by the task force includes a 
compulsory native studies course for all recruits and specialized training to 
sensitize recruits to the cultural dimensions of working in First Nations 
communities.

ERED POLICE SERVICE; 
4 COMPARISON OF TWO COMMUNITIES 


Punning a police service is a complex task. Making the transition 
~/ “from a police service provided by an outside agency to a self- 
administered police service does not happen overnight; it requires time, 
patience and input from a variety of sources providing relevant and 
knowledgeable advice. 

Two First Nations police services are demonstrating that with the 
help of a good transition plan the task of taking on responsibility for a self- 
administered police service can be managed in an efficient manner. 

The Nishnawbe-Aski Nation (NAN) Police Service in northern 
Ontario was established by an agreement signed on April 1, 1994. Under the 
terms of the agreement, the NAN police service will eventually be fully 
responsible for providing police services to 46 communities. These responsi- 
bilities will include internal administrative and management duties, such as 
administering a pension plan and benefits that are an essential part of any 
police service. 

Before the agreement was signed, police services for these com- 
munities were provided and administered by the Ontario Provincial Police. 
To ensure a smooth transition two implementation committees. were 
established — a transition committee and an operational transfer committee. 

The transition committee has representatives from NAN and the 
federal and provincial governments and its task is to ensure the accurate 
interpretation of the agreement. If disagreements over roles, actions or 
responsibilities arise the committee develops solutions that are acceptable to 
all three parties. 

The operational committee is composed of senior OPP officers and 
the Director of the NAN Police Service. Its role is to help the police service 
handle problems arising out of day-to-day administration. This includes 
problems relating to resources, personnel, training and the transferring of 
court files, 

The NAN transition process is still in the early stages but is working 
well largely because of the two committees and the fact that the NAN police 
service possesses many officers with extensive policing experience. The entire 
transition process is expected to take four years. 


In contrast to NAN is the Siksika First Nation in Alberta. The 


Siksika Police Service was established in 1992 and has nearly completed its 
transition process. : 

At the outset the Siksika Police Service was composed of relatively 
new police officers. To offset this lack of experience two committees, different 
in composition and structure from NAN, were created to oversee the 
transition process. 

The first, an implementation committee, includes representation 
from the federal government, the Chief and Deputy-Chief of the Siksika 
Police Service, an Officer-in-Charge, the Detachment Commander, a line 
inspector from the RCMP and a member of the Siksika Police Commission. 

Over the transition period the committee met twice a month to 
discuss the progress of internal investigations, responses to training initiatives, 
equipment, resources and the ongoing work of transferring policing 
responsibility from the RCMP to the Siksika Police Service. In short, the 
committee served as the community’s police services advisory team. 

The second committee, the review committee, is composed of more 
senior advisors including members of the police commission, the Director of 
Law Enforcement for the Province of Alberta, and an RCMP Chief 
Superintendent. Their collective responsibility is to put into action recom- 
mendations from the implementation committee and to monitor the general 
progress of the police service. Drawing on their own considerable experience 
the members of the committee are also able to offer advice on problem areas 
and help develop solutions. 

The implementation committee will be disbanded when Siksika 
assumes full control of its police service in September. However, the review 
committee will remain in place for another year to provide ongoing guidance 
and advice. 

The progression to a self-administered police service is made easier by 
moving in stages so that participants are well prepared for their new tasks and 
reponsibilities. The experience of both NAN and Siksika have demonstrated 
this and shown the value of forming committees composed of people with 
considerable expertise and experience in policing to guide and oversee the tran- 
sition process. In the end, the added input from these people will help make 
the transition a smooth and successful process for everyone involved. a 


FALOT PROJECT OFFERS FAMILY 
VIOLENCE TRAIRMING FOR FirsTr 
NATIONS POLICE OFFICERS 


amily violence is an issue that all police officers have to face but for 

First Nations police officers it is a particularly serious problem. 
Dealing with family violence on-reserve often places greater expectations on 
First Nations police officers than it does their urban counterparts. First 
Nation police officers serve not only as enforcers of the law, but act as 
listeners and referral agencies, as well as provide a genuine level of caring and 
support to those who have suffered through the trauma of abuse in small, 
close-knit communities. 

That is why the Canadian Police College (CPC) recently staged a pilot 
course in Cornwall, Ont., entitled First Nations Senior Investigators! Family 
Violence Course. The course grew out of the findings of studies, completed 
in 1993, by the First Nations Chiefs of Police Association and as part of the 
Family Violence Initiatives of the Solicitor General of Canada. In both 
studies, officers who police First Nations communities felt it was essential 
that they receive more training to deal with issues such as family violence and 
suicide, 

Based on the findings of the reports and with funding from the federal 
Aboriginal Policing Directorate, the CPC was able to develop a training 
course specific to the needs of First Nations police officers. 

The course was designed and developed by Sgt. Raymond Cusson of the 
RCMP with the assistance of the First Nations Chiefs of Police Association. 
Twenty-five officers from First Nations police services across eastern Canada 
attended the pilot course. 
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The user report series is produced by the Aboriginal 
Policing Directorate of the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General of Canada. The series is intended to provide 

' information to First Nation communities, First Nations 
police services, provincial governments, academics 
and other interested parties, on a range of issues 
concerning First Nations policing.

The course was also an opportunity for First Nations offiers from dif. 
ferent communities to meet and exchange experiences. “It really helps when 
you can participate in a program and meet other officers... just to know they 
are there to help means something,” said Constable Albert Williams of 
Garden River First Nation, Ont. 

During the three-week course officers were taught the proper investiga- 
tive techniques for dealing with family violence through role playing and 
exercises. This included confronting the perpetrator, supporting the victims 
of family violence and attempting to guide both victim and aggressor toward 
the proper community resources. 

By the end of the training session, the officers were expected to return to 
their respective communities and develop a protocol on family violence. 
“We're expected to return and talk to our Chief and social workers and 
establish a family violence protocol specific to people who live on-reserve... 
This is why the course is so useful. We are being taught by our own people 
about issues that are specific to our own people,” said Constable Marianne 
Darling of Sagamok First Nation, Ont. 

The CPC intends to run the course again in Western Canada in the fall 
of 1994.

Se" the last edition of the First Nations Policing Update (September 
1993), eight more tripartite policing agreements have been signed. 
This brings the total to 19 agreements covering approxiamately 160 


communities since the First Nations Policing Program was launched in 


1992. The latest agreements are: 


Wikwemikong Police Service: The Wikwemikong agreement was signed 
in January, 1994 in the community of Wikwemikong on Georgian Bay in 
southeastern Ontario. The agreement transfers responsibility for policing 
on Wikwemikong territories from First Nation constables supervised by the 
Ontario Provincial Police (OPP) to the Wikwemikong Tribal Police 


Service. Ten constables are covered under the terms of the agreement. 


Nishnawbe-Aski Police Service: This is the largest tripartite agreement 
signed to date and covers 46 communities in northern Ontario. Under the 
terms of the agreement, implemented April 14, 1994, police services will be 


transferred from the OPP to the NAN Police Service in three separate 


phases. Under Phase 1 NAN has already taken full responsibility for the 


policing of eight communities. 


Anishnabek Regional Police Service: This agreement, signed last winter, 
covers five communities in the Georgian Bay area of Ontario (all members 
of the Union of Ontario Indians). The agreement provides for the transi- 
tion from First Nations constables administered by the OPP to an 
independent Anishnabek Regional Police Service. 


Ahousaht: Ahousaht is a Nu-chal-nuth community located off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. Under the agreement signed March 10, 1994, 
two Aboriginal members of the RCMP-First Nations Community Policing 
Service (FNCPS) have assumed responsibility for the policing of Ahousaht. 
This is the first all-Aboriginal RCMP satellite detachment in B.C. A 
community consultative committee has also been established to help 
identify policing issues in the community. 


Little Pine - Poundmaker: This is the first community tripartite agree- 
ment to be signed under a framework agreement covering 72 communities 
that was put in place’ last year by the federal and provincial governments 
and the Federation of Saskatchewan Indian Nations (FSIN). The agree- 
ment ensures that three members of the RCMP-FNCPS will be dedicated 


to working in the community. 


Unama’ki Tribal Police Service: This agreement signed July 12, 1994, 
establishes the first independent First Nations police service in Atlantic 
Canada. The 15 officers of the Unama’ki Tribal Police Service will provide 


police services to five Mi'kmaq communities in Cape Breton. 


Kitasoo-Xaixais Agreement: This agreement, signed on June 15, 1994, 
establishes the Kitasoo-Xaixais Public Safety Department. Through the ser- 
vices of a Public Safety Officer, the department will provide first response 
policing, fire and medical emergency services to the remote village of Klemtu, 
an isolated community located on Swindle Island, British Columbia. 


Interim Dakota-Ojibway Tribal Council (DOTC) Policing Agreement: 
Signed May 19, 1994, this agreement sees the restoration of police services 
for seven DOTC communities through a joint RCMP-DOTC policing 
arrangement. The agreement also provides for the negotiation of a long- 
term agreement for the DOTC police service. 


Since 1992, four framework agreements for the RCMP-First 
Nations Community Policing Service (FNCPS) have also been signed in 
British Columbia, Saskatchewan, Prince Edward Island and the Yukon. 
These agreements provide a basis for the federal, provincial and territorial 
governments to fund on-reserve RCMP-FNCPS police services. They also 
create a framework for the negotiation of individual community policing 
agreements.

un constables will soon be helping the RCMP police 
isolated communities in the Northwest Territories. 

The new constables (pictured at the RCMP Academy in Regina) 
are part of a pilot project jointly funded by the federal government and 
the Northwest Territories. 

The three-year project will evaluate the feasibility and 
effectiveness of employing civilian residents under the RCMP Act to 
assist the RCMP on an “as needed” basis in policing small and isolated 
communities. 

Fort Good Hope and Coral Harbour, NWT are the first 
communities to take part in the project. The new community constables 
received four weeks training at the RCMP Academy to prepare them for 
their new duties. Pri 
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pril 1, 1995 marked the third anniversary of the transfer of the First 
; Nations Policing Policy (FNPP) from the Department of Indian 
Affairs to the Department of the Solicitor General. The Policy provides a 
practical way to improve the level and quality of policing services for First 
Nations communities through the establishment of tripartite policing agree- 
ments. It also provides guidelines for the federal government to negotiate and 
implement tripartite agreements between the federal and provincial/territorial 


governments and First Nations communities and regional organizations such ' 


as Tribal Councils. This partnership has led to significant results — results 
which improve the level and quality of policing services on-reserve. As Michel 
Roy, Director General of the Aboriginal Policing Directorate says, 

“Tt involves the federal government, the provinces and territories and 
First Nations from across Canada working together to achieve a common goal. 
That goal is culturally sensitive police services that will help to improve safety 
and security in First Nations communities.” 

In addition to its main objective of working closely with First Nations 
to negotiate policing arrangements, the Aboriginal Policing Directorate is in- 
volved in activities that are geared at strengthening and furthering the develop- 
ment of First Nation police services. These include: assisting in the formation 
of various training initiatives, publication of reports on areas of interest in First 
Nations policing, providing funding for an annual conference on First Nations 
police governance, research and development of Aboriginal policing issues and 
providing assistance as requested to First Nation police services. 

The last three years have been very active and successful for everyone 
involved in the program. As of April 1, 1995, 41 agreements covering 180 First 


Nations with a total population of 137,000 have been signed with the 
provinces and First Nations. In total, these agreements provide funding for 458 
First Nations police officers. 

Each agreement has built-in provisions designed to ensure profes- 
sionalism and excellence in policing. These provisions cover issues such as 
training, policing standards and the establishment of police governance 
mechanisms such as police boards and coramissions. 

The police services covered by the agreements vary by type. Some- 
times, First Nations choose self-administered police services such as the 
Nishnawbe-Aski Police Service (NAPS) in northern Ontario. The NAPS com- 
prises 33 officers, the majority of whom are Aboriginal. By the time NAPS 
assumes its full policing responsibilities, they will be responsible for policing 
many First Nations communities in Northern Ontario. Other times communi- 
ties have chosen the RCMP-First Nations Community Policing Service 
(FNCPS). For example, the Nu-chal-nuh community of Ahousaht on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island signed an agreement in March 1994, establishing the 
first all-Aboriginal satellite detachment (two officers) of the RCMP-FNCPS in 
Canada. 

Another nine agreements are ready to be signed and 39 more are in 
various stages of negotiation. “I feel that First Nations communities through 
their culture and values reflect all the best principles of community policing,” 
says Michel Roy. “I hope that their approach to policing will, in the future, 
serve as a model for non-Aboriginal communities.” For more information 
about the First Nations policing program or policy, please contact the 
Aboriginal Policing Directorate at (613) 991-5475.

key link between a community and its police service is the police 

board or commission. Usually composed of a cross section of 
community members, the police board works with the police service to devel- 
op and set policing priorities. The board also serves as the accountability 
mechanism of the police service and the community, while at the same time 
maintaining its independence from inappropriate partisan and political 
influences. 

For community policing to work effectively, the police board, the 
police service and the community must develop a relationship based on prin- 
ciples of partnership, consultation and a united approach to problem solving. 

Several First Nations police board members from communities across 
Canada were interviewed for this article to obtain their views on their role in 
First Nations communities. 

Chief Noel Doucette, Chair of the Unama’ki Tribal Police Board, in 
Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, has served as a board member since October, 
1994. “Our board is made up of members of the community and this pro- 
vides a strong sense of community ownership of the police service. This, in 
turn, also helps to make the administration of the police service more 
culturally sensitive to the needs of the community,” says Doucette. 

To further encourage community input and cement police- 
community relations, the Unama’ki Board meetings are open to the public. 
Meetings are rotated between the communities served by the police service. 
This gives all residents a chance to air their views on the role of the police 
service and to contribute to the development of police priorities. 


“The results have been very positive,” says Doucette. Police officers 
are more active in the community and are perceived as being part of the com- 
munity. Residents are now much more likely to call on the police for help. 

Since the new police service was inaugurated in 1994, the number of 
calls for assistance to the police service has tripled, according to Doucette, 
because of the increased confidence people have in the police service. He also 
makes the point that children and young adults are much more comfortable 
about confiding in the police and that this has helped to head off potential 
problems before they occur. 

Aside from their role as link between community and police service, 
Doucette also stresses the importance of board members as “bridge builders” 
to the general public. “Many people do not realize that the Unama’ki Police 
Service is made up of fully empowered police officers with the same powers 
and responsibilities as non-Aboriginal police officers. This needs to be com- 
municated to the public.” 

Doucette admits that there have been growing pains with the new 
police board. Board members, he says, very quickly realized that there were 
more responsibilities and issues associated with the delivery of law 
enforcement services than seemed apparent at first glance. Initial training for 
Board members was provided by representatives from the Nova Scotia 
Department of Justice, the community and cultural advisor from the 
Aboriginal Policing Directorate and Aboriginal instructors with a judicial 
background. In retrospect, says Doucette, given the limited experience of

wee esponding adequately to the needs of its communities is the 
cornerstone of many First Nations police services and their govern- 
ing authorities. Because many of the police boards, commissions and advisory 
committees of First Nations police services are relatively new, opportunity 
exists to incorporate the newest methods of community policing practice and 
allows First Nations police governing authorities to play an active role in 
directing their policing services through accountability mechanisms. 

In today’s day and age, public oversight of policing has placed 
increased demands upon police services and ultimately on their boards and 
commissions. The result is a need for constant information exchange and 
education for members of police governing authorities. The responsibilities of 
police boards may vary, depending on the size and model of police service but 
generally the tasks of boards include: establishing policy for the police services 
on matters such as policing goals, objectives and priorities, determining 
quality and level of service, reviewing the performance of the police service 
and hiring the Chief of Police. The Canadian Association of Police Boards 
(CAPB) was established as a national body to express the views and positions 
of police governing bodies who deal with the above issues on a daily basis. 

The CAPB provides a resource centre for information relating to the 
governance of police services and provides a means for the collection and 


sharing of information and discussion of matters relating to_policing services 
to render those services more efficient and cost effective and — most 
importantly - more responsive to the community. As well, the CAPB also 
considers matters of national interest which affect policing services as a whole. 
These issues include sentencing policies, policing standards, community 
oriented policing, among others. 

Last year at its annual conference, the CAPB designated a seat on its 
Board of Directors to a representative from one of the First Nations Police 
Governing authorities. By joining an organization like the CAPB, First 
Nations police governing authorities will have the opportunity to relate to 
their fellow members the unique experiences they face as a governance 
authority and the experiences faced by First Nations police officers themselves 
In the end, by having an active role to play in the CAPB, all Board members 
will pave the way together for further education and discussion about all 
aspects of community policing,

many new Board members, longer amounts of time could have been set aside 
to provide more training. However, he is quick to emphasize that as board 
members gain experience, these growing pains are rapidly dissipating. 

Mark Manitowabi, Chairman of the Wikwemikong Police Board in 
Ontario, echoes Doucette’s sentiments about training. “The first priority in 
setting up a police board is to ensure that board members receive comprehen- 
sive training tailored to their needs.” 

Another important priority for any police board, says Manitowabi, is 
to establish as quickly as possible its identity and credibility. Toward this end, 
the board must meet regularly with the police chief and his or her staff, be 
free of political interference from the Chief and Council and operate 
independently. 

This view is shared by Tina Alexander, a member of Stl’atl’imx 
Nation Tribal Police Board in British Columbia. “It is very important to 
establish distinct responsibilities and procedures for the board, the police and 
the chief and council.” For example, says Alexander, it should be clear what 
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board issues are to be referred to the Chief and council and what the distinct 
responsibilities of the board are in relation to those of the police service. 

Like both Doucette and Manitowabi, Alexander emphasizes the im- 
portant role the police board plays in maintaining good relations between the 
community and its police service. The community does not always 
understand the role of an officer and the police officer may not always under- 
stand the concerns of the community. The police board, says Alexander, can 
act as an intermediary, facilitating communication and understanding be- 
tween the two. 

Overall, Doucette, Manitowabi and Alexander seem to agree on basic 
principles for First Nations police boards: 

* There must be adequate training for board members 

* There must be a clear delineation of responsibilities and duties between the 
police board, the chief and council and the police service. 

* The police board must serve as a close link between the community and its 
police service. —

4 | wanted to establish some long term connections and friends with- 
in the police service... really needed to acquire a more positive 
attitude towards police.” This quote from an aboriginal youth sums up why 
there is a need for more interaction between youth and the police. 
Historically, young people in First Nations communities have had limited 
interaction with police officers, sometimes because of their remote location, 
other times because of fear and misunderstanding, With this in mind, and to 
build better relations between youths and the police, the federal Solicitor 
General and the Ontario Ministry of the Solicitor General and Correctional 
Services co-funded a police/youth mentoring program, designed to educate 
young people about the role that police officers play in the communities. 

Four sites were initially used to pilot test the project - Toronto, 
Ottawa, Windsor and the Kitigan Zibi Anishnabeg First Nation in Quebec. In 
Kitigan Zibi Anishnabeg First Nation, the program focused on Aboriginal 
youths between 12 and 24 years of age. By pairing youth and police mentors, 
young people were provided with opportunities to observe a range of police 
duties and functions first hand. At the same time, it provided police service 
personnel with an opportunity to interact with young people from Aboriginal 
communities, with the view to strengthening the ties between police organiza- 
tions and their local communities. 

An evaluation of the project summarized the degree of success the 
program had achieved: “Mentors and proteges overwhelmingly supported the 
need for this program and programs such as this one. Proteges would be 
interested in participating in future programs and they would recommend it 
to their brothers and sisters...[and] among their friends and peers”. At Kitigan 
Zibi, for example, the project allowed youths to ride along in police cruisers, 
to visit their mentor’s home, as well as travel on outings with their mentors. 
This interaction allowed both police officers and youths to develop a new 


awareness of issues of mutual concern. As one officer described the experience 
he encountered with his protege: “I took great pride in seeing the barriers fall 
and the sense of openness that developed in our communication.” 

To build on the success of the project, the federal and provincial 
Ministries of the Solicitor General have published “One to One: A Guide to 
Police-Youth Mentoring”. The guide identifies the benefits of 
implementing a program of this nature and the various factors to consider 
when an organization sets up and implements a youth mentoring program. 
For example, the guide establishes criteria for the selection of mentors, it talks 
about sources of funding and how to promote the program in the community 
and finally, it gives information on evaluating the progress of the program. It 
also gives tips and indicates pitfalls that should be avoided. The guide 
discusses all that is needed for a community or police service to start the 
program on its own — from setting up training procedures to managing 
conflict, from rewarding participants to programming activities. 

For new First Nations police services, or for communities that wish to 
bridge the gap between its present police service and its youth, using the guide 
and setting up the program can help unravel some of the mystery that has sur- 
rounded police and police officers in the past. It can also build better police- 
youth understanding and relationships. Similarly, by acting as mentors to 
youth in the community, First Nations police officers can see first hand the 
problems of youth and, perhaps, play a role in solving them.

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First NATIONS POLICING PROGRAM 
UPDATE 


ince the last edition of the First Nations Policing Update (November 

1994), nine more tripartite policing agreements have been signed. A 
the total of 41 signed agreements covering approximately 180 communities 
have been signed since the First Nation Policing Program was launched in 
1991. The latest agreements are: 


Grand Council of the Crees Police Service Agreement: This tripartite 
agreement provides the Cree Regional Authority and the Cree First Nations of 
Eastmain, Mistissini, Waskaganish, Chisasibi, Wemindji, Nemaska, 
Whapmagoostui, Waswanipi and Ouje-Bougoumou (Quebec) with the 


responsibility to administer, manage and supervise their own police force. 


Dakota Ojibway Police Service (DOPS): This tripartite agreement provides 
for the transition from a jointly administered RCMP/Dakota Ojibway Police 
Service to one that will eventually be self-administered by the DOPS. The First 
Nations covered under this Agreement are Birdtail Sioux, Dakota Plains, Oak 


Lake Sioux, Roseau River, Long Plain and Sioux Valley (Manitoba). Under _ 


the terms of the Agreement, the DOPS will assume full responsibility for their 
police service through a three-phased transition period. The DOPS is an 
example of the variety of options and policing arrangements that are available 


under the FNPP. 


Lac Seul Police Service: Under the terms of this three-year agreement, the Lac 
Seul Police Service in northern Ontario will have the responsibility to police all 
three areas of its territory located at Frenchmen’s Head, Kejick Bay and 


Whitefish Bay. 


Blood Tribal Police Service: This recently signed tripartite agreement 
formally establishes the Blood Tribal Police Service and allows for a 
complement of 19 First Nations officers to police a population of 
approximately 6200. This agreement is the second tripartite agreement to be 
signed in Alberta under the First Nations Policing Policy. 


Lesser Slave Lake Regional Police Service: The Lesser Slave Agreement is the 
first of its kind in Alberta, creating a regional police service for the eight First 


Nations of Driftpile, Duncan, Kapawe’no, Horse Lake, Sawridge, Sturgeon 
Lake, Sucker Creek and Swan River. 


In the short-time that has passed since the publication of the last 
edition of Update, many more RCMP-First Nations Community Police 
Service Agreements (FNCPS) have been signed. These agreements provide 
dedicated RCMP officers to police First Nation territories. In nearly all cases, 
the officers are Aboriginal. In British Columbia, for example, six separate 
RCMP-FNCPS agreements have been signed. Scw’exmx First Nation 
comprising of the Upper Nicola, Lower Nicola, Coldwater, Shackan and 
Nooaitch Bands will receive the services of three RCMP members; Nisga’a 
Tribal Council comprising of Gitwinkihikw, Lazalzap and Gitlakdamix 
Bands will receive police services from two members; and the communities of 
Nanaimo, Fort Nelson and Prophet River, Canim Lake, Haisla and 
Kyuquot will be provided with the services of one member each. 


In Saskatchewan, an agreement for the File Hills Agency was signed 
in December, 1994 giving the First Nations of Star Blanket, Carry the 
Kettle, Peepeekisis, Okanese and Little Black Bear/Assiniboine the services 
of five dedicated RCMP-FNCPS constables. A ceremony celebrating the 
signing was held on March 6, 1995. The Waterhen Lake First Nation has also 
signed an agreement for the provision of police services through the RCMP- 


FNCPS. 


It was reported in the last edition of Update that four framework 
agreements had been signed in British Columbia, Saskatchewan, Prince 
Edward Island and the Yukon. These agreements provide the basis for the 
federal and provincial/territorial governments to fund RCMP-FNCPS and 
create a framework for the negotiation of individual community policing 
agreements. To date, two more framework agreements have been signed with 
the provinces of Manitoba and Nova Scotia. As well, the Saskatchewan 
Framework Agreement has now been renewed to Marck, 2000. This extension 
will provide the vehicle for communities who wish to sign five year agreements 


for RCMP-FNCPS. al 


REGIONAL REPS 


he Aboriginal Policing Directorate has six regional representatives in 
place across Canada to ensure that First Nations have access to the 
First Nations Policing Program (FNPP). 

The representatives represent the federal government in negotiations 
with First Nations and the provinces. They also have the authority to 
negotiate agreements with both parties for the establishment of First Nations 
policing services.

sually the closest that most people get 

to a police cruiser is after they have 

been stopped for a speeding ticket. The 

feeling is not usually a pleasant one. 

However, this summer I was, in fact, a 

willing guest inside a police cruiser. 
My goal was to experience a day in the life of 

ve two First Nations police officers, 

from the Kitigan Zibi Police 
Department (KZPD) near 
Maniwaki, Quebec, 130 km 
north of Ottawa. 


I wanted to observe first hand a 
police service operating under a 
tripartite agreement signed as 
part of the First Nations 
Policing Policy (FNPP) and 
find out whether the FNPP was 
living up to its purpose “to 
improve the administration of 
justice, maintain social order, 
public security and personal 
safety in on-reserve communities’. 


Kitigan Zibi Anishinabeg is an Algonquin 
community of over 2000 people. It was one of 
the first communities to take advantage of the 
FNPP. Effective April 1, 1992, a three-year 
agreement was signed between Kitigan Zibi 
Anishinabeg, the Government of Canada and 
the Government of Quebec. This tripartite 
agreement was renegotiated in March 1995, 


The KZPD operates out of a modern, well- 
equipped station under the direction of the 
Chief of Police, Gordon McGregor. The police 
officers are rotated on two 12-hour shifts 

(6 a.m. to 6 p.m.); one officer on duty during 
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the day, and two at night. The officers patrol 
the community in a police vehicle which 
carries the KZPD logo. The logo was designed 
by the officers themselves. 


My first ride was with Constable Barry 
Commando at 1 p.m., on a Friday. Barry, who 
has been in the police force for 13 years, told 
me that a usual day shift starts with a call in to 
the office to check the daily reports and discuss 
any important events from the previous night. 
After that, Barry heads to the car to start a full 
day of community patrol. 


Barry credits much of the success of the KZPD 
to an emphasis on, as he puts it, “listening and 
responding to the needs of the community.” 
This success is rooted in the policing 
agreement which allows the police service the 
independence to design and administer 
programs specific to the needs of the 
community. This, in turn, promotes a faster 
response time when problems arise. Barry, 
himself a father of five, also emphasized how 
important it is to be actively seen in the 
community: Both he and Chief McGregor 
coach the community’s baseball team. “The 
importance of being out among the people, 
being visible and approachable especially to 
the youth and young children ... people see you 
as being human and as a father, not just as a 
police figure.” 

KZPD police officers often give informal 
lectures in the schools about a variety of topics 
including self defense, road and water safety 
and how to survive in the big city. While 
driving around the reserve one becomes aware

On the flip side of the coin, Kitigan Zibi also 
has to deal with its share of drug, alcohol 
and firearm related crimes including 
suicide, family violence and fatal accidents. 
However, the police service; with the full 
support and cooperation of the community, 
has worked quickly and efficiently to develop 
policy and structures to deal with these 
problems in the hope of eventually 
preventing them. For example, the police 

} — service makes a point of talking regularly 
\ with the community at large about what 

7| they see as being the priorities of the force.

: dl certainly appear that the FNPP, with its 
» emphasis on greater autonomy and 
accountability to the community, is 
successful in Kitigan Zibi and is fulfilling its 
goal of improving the administration of 
justice in First Nation communities. “Tt all 
goes back to accountability. With structures 
that you can create yourselves, you’re more 
accountable to the public you serve, not to 
somebody sitting at a desk [far away],” says 
Chief McGregor. 
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Other daily responsibilities for the KZPD 
include the patrol of five miles of Highway 
105, otherwise known as Kichi Mikan 
(meaning ‘the big road’ in 
Algonquin), which runs through 
the reserve and is the 
exclusive responsibility of 
the KZPD. Another duty is 
the delivery of summonses 
and forms dropped off by 
the Siireté du Québec (SQ) 
for infractions committed 
off the reserve and within the 
jurisdiction of the Quebec 
police. The KZPD has 
developed an excellent working relationship 
with the SQ. For example, one of our stops 
involved meeting up with the SQ to share 
updates on events of the evening — a good 
example of the rapport that exists between the 
two police forces.

Training Program (AYTP) graduated 

from the Academy. The ceremony, in 
keeping with First Nations tradition and 
culture, was marked by prayers from Elders, a 
Flag and Honour song performed by the Lone 
Creek Eagle Singers from Saskatchewan and 
a closing round dance. 
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This was the second graduating class from the 
AYTP since the program was launched in 1993 
as a joint venture between the Federation of 
Saskatchewan Indian Nations (FSIN) and the 
RCMP. The AYTP identifies candidates who are 
suited for a career in the RCMP and also 
provides an opportunity for candidates to 
experience life as a Peace Officer 
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The aim of the program is to assist the 
candidates in developing confidence, self- 
respect, team work and discipline through 
their participation in a basic RCMP training 
program. The AYTP is a 17-week course, 
starting with five weeks basic training at the

detachment near the candidate’s home. 

é Students are under the direct supervision and 
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guidance of a regular member of the RCMP. 
Candidates serve as potential role models for 
other youth in their respective communities 
and eventually could return to their 
community as fully fledged Peace Officers. 
The program is open to all First Nation, Metis 
or Inuit people. 


Twenty-five First Nations students participated 
in the 1993 program which was funded by the 
National Aboriginal Management Board of 
Employment and Immigration Canada. In 
1994, the program was expanded to 48 
candidates, became national in scope and 
was funded by the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General of Canada, the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development and the 
RCMP. There was no program offered in 1995 
due to renovations at the RCMP Training 
Academy. However, the program coordinator 
in Ottawa, Corporal Glen Miller, expects a 
further expansion to 72 participants for the 
next program which will start in May 1996. 


The RCMP has a special interest in the program 
because of the growing demand for First 
Nations police officers, particularly for the 
RCMP - First Nation Community Policing 
Service (RCMP - FNCPS). In the last three 
years, 24 Community Tripartite Agreements 
have been signed which call for the RCMP- 
ENCPS to provide policing services for First 
Nations communities. As a result, the RCMP is 
committed to increasing the numbers of 
Aboriginal members who will serve in the Force. 


So far, the program has been a great success 
and according to Corporal Miller “a very high 
percentage of participants are, in fact, now 
pursuing a career with the RCMP or other 
related fields”. Graham Murdock, Director of 
the RCMP program for the FSIN agrees. 

“The five weeks in the Garrison [Training 
Academy] and 12 in the field has proven to be 
highly successful,” he says. “When the 
students go to the detachment they are not

just making coffee and answering phones but 
are getting involved and doing actual police 
work. The students feel good about this and it 
gives them a sense of confidence and 
belonging”. 


Both Miller and Murdock are very optimistic 
about the upcoming 1996 program. Miller 
urges Aboriginal youth to “take advantage of 
these programs that are available, [because] 
there are very good careers to be obtained out 
there”. His views are echoed by Murdock who 
also points out that the AYTP participants 
“become role models in the First Nations 
communities and are our leaders of 
tomorrow’. 


The program has the potential to be used as 
a role model for other police services and 
government departments. Anyone interested

Sharon O’Brien is equally impressed with the 
time and effort that Wikwemikong’s police 
spend with youth and children. For example, 
every Wednesday, Wikwemikong constables 
attend the two local elementary schools and 
talk to the students about the dangers of drug 
and alcohol abuse, safety issues and the 
importance of education. 


Despite Sudbury’s large Aboriginal 
population and its relative proximity to 
Wikwemikong, Lefebvre admits that before 
the exchange his knowledge of First Nations 
culture and traditions was limited. His 
previous contact with Aboriginal peoples had 
been restricted to Native people in Sudbury 


who found themselves in trouble 
with the law. Lefebvre is impressed 
by the efforts being made by a 
number of local organizations along 
with elders in the community who 
are attempting to combat problems 
such as drug abuse and domestic 
violence by introducing the younger 
generation to traditional Native 
values. 


Both O’Brien and Lefebvre were 
introduced to First Nations culture by 
Set. Henry Shawande of the 
Wikwemikong Tribal Police who 
acted as their spiritual mentor 
during their stay. For the Sudbury 
police officers, an awareness of the 
First Nations culture is particularly 
important. “There is a large number 
of Native people in Sudbury and a lot 
of them have migrated from 
Wikwemikong” says O’Brien. Both 
O’Brien and Lefebvre feel their exposure to 
Native culture in Wikwemikong will help 
them in their dealings with Native people in 
Sudbury. 


or Liz Pelletier, the lack of familiarity 

with community members was probably 

the most striking aspect of her experience 
with the Sudbury Police service. “Basically 
down here (in Wiki) you know everybody, 
you know who the offenders are, you know 
the dangerous people, you know what they 
are capable of doing. In the city you have to 
be more aware ... you don’t just approach 
the offending vehicle being overly relaxed, 


you are more prepared for the unknown,” 

she explained. Pelletier also enjoyed the 
formal structure of the shift that began with a 
meeting or ‘line-up’ where officers were 
assigned partners briefed on what to watch 
for during the shift. She says that before the 
exchange she had very little contact with the 
Sudbury police other than the exchange of 
people in custody, or inquiries about 
warrants. She now feels much more 
comfortable about contacting the officers that 
she met on her exchange and is more aware 
of the workings of the Sudbury Police Service. 
“Usually when I call there or they call here it 
is someone I know and that’s good” she says. 


For the two Chiefs of Police the program is a 
success. As a result of the exchange, officers 
have increased cultural awareness and a 
wider exposure to both urban and tribal 
police work. 


For Constables Pelletier, O’Brien, and 
Lefebvre the experience was both enjoyable 
and positive. All three officers recommend the 
introduction of exchange programs in other 
police services especially in communities with 
a large Native population or in areas where 


~ there is a Native community close to a large 


urban area.

traditional ways because they are important.” 
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As a result of improved police-youth relations 
in the community, the previously negative 
attitudes toward police are slowly being 
replaced by positive ones with many young 
people expressing a genuine interest in 
policing as a career.

associations. Two formal First Nations 

Chiefs of Police Associations for self- 

administered police services have been 
established in Quebec and Alberta and one 
informal association has been set up in 
Ontario. Recognizing the uniqueness of First 
Nation police services throughout every 
region has sparked the formation of regional 
associations. 


Because of regional cooperation many 
practical benefits have been realized. For 
example, in Alberta, liability insurance costs 
have declined significantly; in Ontario, 
training concerns are voiced more 
effectively; in Quebec, valuable experience is 
shared with communities located in the 
North and in the South. 


In spite of these varied benefits, there is a 
common motivation for forming regional 
associations. First Nations police services 
across Canada have unique concerns. In 
Alberta, police chief Dan Kirby observes that, 
“Alberta issues are consistent across Alberta 
but not across Canada.” In Ontario, Reg 
Weeks of the Nishnawbe-Aski First Nation 
also notes that compared to provincial police 
forces, First Nations officers, “have training 
issues that are absolutely different”. The 
training needs of First Nations police officers 
working in on-reserve communities are 
sometimes different from urban officers and 
these needs must be recognized.

When police services come together as a 
group, their power to promote First Nations 
policing concerns increases. For example, 
the Ontario Association will champion the 
concerns of First Nation police services 
across Ontario. The open lines of 
communication between First Nation police 
services across the province will prove to be 
invaluable in promoting Ontario policing 
interests. 


First and foremost, the associations across 
Canada will serve as a resource to share 
information, to share ideas and to share 
experiences specifically related to First 
Nation policing. In the words of Reginald 
Rock, president of the Quebec Association of 
First Nation Chiefs of Police (QAFNCP), 
“some of the benefits include getting 
together annually to exchange operational 
information and to talk about what needs to 
be done in different areas . . . across 
Quebec”. 


Because some First Nation police services are 
small, and relatively isolated, they confront 
unique social problems and are sometimes 
unable to benefit from programs which are 
often available in urban settings. The 
exchange of information and assistance of 
regional associations is paramount to the 
success of First Nations policing. 


A case in point is the recent April 
Symposium in Quebec on crime prevention. 
Hosted by the QAFNCP, the Symposium 
helped consolidate the cooperative spirit and 
action of Quebec First Nations. The 
conference also demonstrated the power that 
cooperation could wield: group purchases 
could save money and group action could 
ensure that proper crime prevention training 
was available for Quebec’s Chiefs of Police 
and officers. 


Regional associations can also perform a 
very obvious function—they have the 
potential to save money. Take Alberta’s First 
Nations police services as an example. The

Association has succeeded in securing 
quality liability insurance, automobile 
insurance, pensions and benefits by pooling 
the resources of Alberta’s First Nation police 
services. At the Hobbema Police Service, the 
result has been an estimated $8,000.00 
annual saving in liability insurance costs 
alone. These kinds of savings are significant 
because “they can lead to the hiring of more 
personnel, thus, increasing the strength of 
the police force and increasing employment 
opportunities in the community”.

The initiative by the Alberta Association has 
been so successful that it has sparked the 
interest of First Nations in British Columbia. 
These communities are now thinking about 
joining the Alberta group insurance 
program. In fact, if the program expands to 
include First Nation communities across 
Canada, savings for everyone involved will 
increase dramatically as will the other 
trickle down benefits. 


The Alberta, Ontario and Quebec First 
Nation Chiefs of Police Associations view 
their efforts as a building block to greater 
things. Certainly these associations will 
provide leadership and a voice for the 
concerns of First Nation police services both 
now and in the future.

Crime Prevention Conference, held in 
Sault Ste Marie from June 25-28. Ms. Hall, 
the former Mayor of Toronto and long-time 
community safety advocate, spoke 
enthusiastically about the federal launch on 
June 2, 1998 of Phase II of the National 
Strategy. The strategy aims to develop 
community-based responses to crime, with 
particular emphasis on children and youth, 
women and Aboriginal people. 
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"Strong partnerships, which include 
governments, police, community 
organizations, business, families and 
individuals are the key to crime prevention. 
Communities must engage all these 
partners to take action to prevent crime. 
When people do not act, problems are 
allowed to grow. The results show up in our 
prisons and the costs are staggering", said 
the Solicitor General of Canada. 


"This grass-roots-led initiative is all about 
giving Canadians the tools they need to 
prevent crime in their neighbourhoods", 
said Minister McLellan, Minister of Justice 
and Attorney General of Canada. 


Phase II of the National Strategy on 
Community Safety and Crime Prevention is 
the result of the excellent work of Phase I of 
the National Strategy, which established the 
National Crime Prevention Council (1994 - 
1997), and provided the framework for 
federal crime prevention efforts. 
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The strategy includes three components 
which will be of interest to Aboriginal 
communities: the Safer Communities 
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Launched 


Education Program and a Private 
Sector/Non-Profit Strategy on Crime 
Prevention Program. 


Safer Communities Initiative is designed to 
assist Canadians in undertaking crime 
prevention activities in their communities. 
Communities may be defined by geography, 
such as neighbourhoods or towns, or by 
shared goals and experiences. The initiative 
has three elements available to Aboriginal 
communities for consideration: the 
Community Mobilization Program, the 
Crime Prevention Investment Fund and the 
Crime Prevention Partnership Program. 


Many Aboriginal communities experience 
disproportionately high rates of violence, 
victimization and poverty. Funding under 
the Safer Communities Initiative will 
complement Gathering Strength - Canada's 
Aboriginal Action Plan, by contributing to 
improvements in public safety by investing 
in people. 


¢ The Community Mobilization 
Program 


This program helps communities develop 
comprehensive and sustainable approaches 
to crime prevention and undertake activities 
that deal with the root causes of crime. 


e The Crime Prevention Investment 
Fund 


The Fund supports selected demonstration 
projects of Canada-wide significance and 
encourages the sharing of information on 
quality crime prevention initiatives across 
the country. It also supports research and 
evaluation of the costs, benefits and overall 
effectiveness of comprehensive efforts to 
prevent crime and victimization. 


e The Crime Prevention Partnership 
Program 


This program aims to encourage the 
involvement of national and international 
non-governmental organizations that can 
directly contribute to community crime 


Initiative, the Promotion and Public 
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prevention efforts. 


The Promotion and Public Education 
Program is designed to provide Canadians 
with comprehensive information on crime 
prevention. A National Resource Centre will 
be established to increase public awareness, 
as well as provide assistance to Canadians 
seeking information on crime prevention 
solutions for communities. 


A Private Sector/Non-Profit Strategy on 
Crime Prevention aims to encourage the 
private sector to help promote public 
awareness at the national level, to 
undertake specific crime prevention projects. 


Learning More 


Investing in Aboriginal people and 
communities is one of three priorities for 
the National Strategy on Community Safety 
and Crime Prevention. The National 
Strategy is strongly committed to supporting 
the development, implementation and 
evaluation of crime prevention initiatives in 
urban and rural Aboriginal communities in 
collaboration with Aboriginal groups and 
provincial and territorial governments. 
Aboriginal groups, associations or 
communities are therefore encouraged to 
submit crime prevention initiatives to the 
National Crime Prevention Centre for 
consideration.

They will be 
empowered to provide support, comfort and 
protection to the community through 
extensive, non-threatening interactions with 
its members. This will involve spending 
time with all members of the community 
but paying special attention to those 


Chief Isaac anticipates that this 
training will result in the 
development of the 
‘generalist ' officer. In 
other words, an officer who 
will draw on a multi- 
disciplinary bank of 
knowledge and skills when 
confronted with an incident 
or when interacting with the 
community. Creative solutions 
to crime and preventing crime 
will be applied by his officers, 
predicts Chief Isaac.

Fall 1999 — PGA Workshop 
The annual police governing authorities 
(PGA) workshop will be held in Calgary 
from November 5-7, 1999. More details will 
be available in the next First Nations 
Policing Update. 
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A retired teacher had suggested a formal 
recreation program for the youth, while a 
veteran military man felt what they needed 
was discipline. Cst. Sanderson felt that the 
Air Cadets in the nearby town of Indian 
Head could accommodate both of these 
suggestions. 


Cst. Sanderson anticipated a few kids would 
be interested in this program and arranged 
a van to take them to Air Cadets, but was 
pleasantly surprised when over 20 arrived. 
The Air Cadets was an excellent program 
but did not meet all the needs of the youth, 
and the First Nations Cadet Corps (FNCC) 
was started at Carry the Kettle First Nation. 


The program was started in November 1996, 
with just over 20 youths. The numbers 
continue to climb each year, with 42 
enrolled this year. The First Nations Cadet 
Corps Program incorporates marching, 
sports, educational field trips and 
community service. The idea has caught on 
throughout Canada, with 4 FNCCs in 
Saskatchewan, 3 in British Columbia, and 
over 100 requests have been sent to Cst. 
Sanderson for information on starting a 
FNCC in their area. 


The Carry the Kettle Division of the FNCC 
has proven themselves to surrounding 
native and non-native communities in the 
area aS a positive step for youth, by 
participating in community events, parades, 
fundraisers, and other public events. They 
recently marched in the opening ceremonies 
of the Saskatchewan Pipsi-cana Winter 
Games, and have been invited to ‘‘strut their 
stuff’ in other events. 


In February, the Carry the Kettle Division 
and the Balcarres Division of the FNCC 
spent a full weekend living the life of an 
RCMP Cadet, and were put through the 
paces, with specialty sections of the RCMP 
committing their time to supply the 


First Nations Cadet Corps 
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classroom portion of this program. “We 
think cadets on both sides learned from 
each other,” observed Cst. Sanderson. 


The First Nations Cadet Corps will be 
structured to assist youth in “recapturing 


their language and culture”, while also 


preparing them to face their future, 
including their community, family, 
education and careers. Cst. Sanderson was 
pleased to see one of his cadets was chosen 
to work with him as this year’s “RCMP 
Summer Student”, and was equally pleased 
to learn that two other cadets also applied 
for this position. 


Businesses, service groups, and many others 
have also witnessed the effects of this 
worthwhile project and will be working 
together to make the FNCC flourish. Cst. 
Sanderson, with the assistance of ‘‘F” 
Division’s Aboriginal Policing and 
Community Services, will continue to 
expand the program and hope to eventually 
have a Member assigned to coordinate the 
program on a full-time basis.

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Self-Assessment of Police 
Governance Authorities 


A major project on Enhancing Police 
Governance in First Nations Communities is 
currently underway, being led by Solicitor 
General Canada in collaboration with 
provincial and First Nations colleagues. 


The eventual outcome of this project will be 
a training curriculum to address the various 
generic training needs of members of First 
Nations police governance authorities 


(PGAs); and a strategy to implement a 
training program. 


To achieve this goal, a pilot project is being 
run to determine how PGAs can best assess 
their own effectiveness and training needs. 
The purpose of the project is to identify a 
range of appropriate self-assessment tools 
for use by First Nations police governance 
authorities; and provide information on the 
effectiveness of those tools as they are 
implemented in the pilot locations. 


Based on material developed for other PGAs, 


Solicitor General Canada has drafted a 
checklist to assist PGAs in reviewing their 
own performance. It is intended as a 


generic list for use by all First Nations PGAs. 


The checklist is made up of three parts: 


Part A: Administration and 
Infrastructure. a series of questions 
about how the PGA is set up and run. 


Part B: Skills and Competencies: 
a series of questions about various skills and 
competencies which the PGA should have 
amongst its members. 


Part C: Police Service Functions 
and Services:  \ist of all the functions 
and services that could be provided by a 
police service. The list could be used by the 
PGA to determine if the police service has 
appropriate policies in place for each 
function. 


In the long term, this project should serve as 
a resource for use by all police governance 
authorities in evaluating their own 
effectiveness and training needs.

Finding Their Way: House numbers alert emergency crews 


Houses with no street numbers have long 
been a problem for emergency crews in the 
Wagmatcook First Nation Community near 
Baddeck, Nova Scotia. Now, two RCMP 
constables have taken matters into their own 
hands, launching a house-numbering 
project to make the community a safer place 
to live. 


“In the past, someone would call the 
detachment and say they needed help over at 
Joe's place,” recalls Cst. Stephen Gloade of 
Baddeck RCMP, one of the members who 
started the project with the help of two 
summer students. “It was really hard for 
the new members who were trying to find 
their way around the community without 
house numbers.” 


In July 1997, Cst. Gloade, Cst. Felix Smith 
and the summer students went to work, 
getting house numbers from the Emergency 
Measures Organization (EMO) and 
completing a detailed map of the 
community. Stick-on reflective numbers 
were obtained from a local business and the 


Wagmatcook Band Office paid for reflective 
house signs. 


The numbers have now been posted on most 
homes in the area with the help of 
community members, the Wagmatcook 
Volunteer Fire Department, Dunlop's 
Ambulance Service and the Wagmatcook 
Fishery Guardians. 


“Since we've implemented the new house 
numbers, there has been a very positive 
response from members of the community 
and emergency personnel alike,” 
comments Sgt. Hoss MacKenzie, NCO i/c 
Baddeck Detachment. Adds Cst. Gloade: 
“This is just another stepping stone toward 
building a stronger working relationship 
between the RCMP and the community.”

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Four-Wheeling on Lennox Islant 


In “L” Division, Prince Edward Island, 
there’s no mistaking that the four-by-four 
coming down the road belongs to the 
Lennox Island Reserve — the crest on the side 
declares it’s an RCMP aboriginal policing 
vehicle. The crest features a dream catcher 
with-the RCMP crest in the centre. The 
writing encircling the design is in both 
Mi’kmag and English. 


“There are no Mi’kmag words for protect, 
serve and respect so they actually translate 
into terms,” explains a Lennox Island “L” 
Division constable. “Protect turns into: ‘] 
will take care of’, serve into: ‘I will serve with 
you and help’, and respect turns into: ‘to 
have respect of the people’. It’s actually 
quite interesting that the grammar indicates 
more of a partnership.” 


The logo was chosen from several entries in 
a community contest in September 1995, 
after community members let the 
detachment know that it wasn’t clear the 
vehicle was a First Nations’ policing vehicle. 
“Tt’s important that the idea stemmed from 
discussions held between the youth and our 
aboriginal members who wanted to do 
something for the community,” says the CO 
of “L” Division. More than 30 entries were 
received and the winning design was created 
by Margaret Sark, her son Tyler Sark, and 
daughter Michelle McLean. “The dream 
catcher is there because it’s very prominent 
in our community,” explains Margaret. 
“The translation was hard to do but it shows 
how important the meaning is to us.” 


The Mi’kmaq community is delighted with 
their vehicle. “I always have help keeping 
the vehicle clean and tidy,” says Cst. Tim 
Jesty, who worked at Lennox Island and is 


now at the Summerside Detachment. 
“They're really proud of it and it makes the 
community highly visible.” The four-by- 
four is getting rave reviews throughout PEI 
and the RCMP. “It’s a terrific initiative that 
shows the community and the RCMP taking 
joint ownership,” says Commissioner 
Murray. “It’s an example of good 
community relations and it’s an excellent 
choice of design.” It is also seen as an 
indication that policing is going well on the 
reserve. “This initiative speaks well for the 
relationship between the RCMP and Lennox 
Island — another daily demonstration of the 
partnership,” adds the CO of “L” Division.

TSEWULTUN POLICE SERVICE ASSISTS 
SUMMER CAMP FOR ABORIGINAL YOUTH

n the spirit of innovation and part- 

nership, the Tsewultun Police Service, 

with National Defence’s Maritime 
Forces Pacific (MARPAC) Naval 
Construction Troop (NCT), built sum- 
mer-camp facilities for Aboriginal youth 
on Valdes Island near Ladysmith, B.C. 


The goal of the camp was to provide a 
place where community youth could visit 
with the police in a culturally significant 
environment. 


The land once served as a small, remote 
settlement which was vacated in the early 
1990s. Since it had been abandoned, 
the land was over-grown and littered 
with garbage, requiring a great deal of 
dedication and hard work to rebuild. 


Bob Aitken, Chief of the Tsewultun Police 
Service, approached Chief Rick Thomas 
of the Lyackson First Nation, who gave 
the police service permission to use the 
land. Cliff Turner, a health inspector 
from Health Canada, surveyed the land 
to determine safety and health standards. 
The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


(RCMP) Marine Section assisted by tak- 
ing workers to examine the site.

Through donations of 
equipment, labour and expertise, the 
Troop also built a water supply and dis- 
tribution system for the camp. 


Comedian Don Burnstick provided the 
entertainment at the banquet dinner on 
Friday evening. 


Judge Tony Mandamin, keynote speaker for 
Saturday’s lunch, shared his views on 
police governance, emphasizing the impor- 
tance of community involvement and crime 
prevention. 


Delegates found the discussion topics to be 
highly informative and pragmatic, thus 
reinforcing a sense of community in deal- 
ing with shared policing issues. 


The workshop was deemed a tremendous 
success by all. 


First Nations Emergency Services (FNES) 
assisted in obtaining a contractor, Saltair 
Marine Services, to help the police and 
the Pacific Naval Construction Troop in 
garbage clean-up. Together they 
removed eight abandoned vehicles and 
twenty tonnes of garbage for recycling 
and disposal. 


Chief Aitken anticipates that 
the camp will provide an 
opportunity for Aboriginal 
youth to develop a mentoring 
relationship with the police, 
and will help youth to view 
the police as approachable 
role models. 


Cpt. Ken Brooks of the Pacific 
Naval Construction Troop 
said that the Troop, who 
were recently deployed to 
East Timor, viewed the expe- 
rience as a deployed exercise 
that would increase their 
skills, as well as provide an 
end result which would bene- 
fit Aboriginal children. Cpt. Brooks 
states that the Troop was pleased with 
their ability to contribute, and that “a 
great deal of pride was involved with the 
people that worked on it”. The PNCT is 
looking forward to being involved in 
future site improvements.

This, paired with a relatively 
high attrition rate for aboriginal members in the Force, presents 
a challenge for recruiters and managers who want to improve 
these statistics. 


With many provinces about to enter into tripartite agreements 
for the policing of their aboriginal regions, this challenge takes 
on a certain urgency. Framework agreements exist in contract 
provinces, and Newfoundland is currently negotiating for a simi- 
lar arrangement, says Aimoe. “We need to convey the fact that 
there is not only a need for aboriginal members, but a contrac- 
tual obligation that we are committed to. It’s recruiting based 
on actual needs.”

“There are over 30,000 aboriginals in post-secondary institu- 
tions in Canada,” says Insp Len Busch, OIC Aboriginal Policing 
at Headquarters. These highly educated people should be the 
focus of RCMP recruiting efforts, and currently-serving aborigi- 
nal members must become aware of their importance as role 
models for prospective recruits from their communities. 
“Career days and posters are not enough,” Busch stresses. We 
have to mentor people through the application process, and that 
takes effort.” 


Many of Canada’s aboriginal peoples live in isolated areas, such 
as the Arctic Circle, where it is difficult for them to acquire the 
basic requirements to meet entrance requirements like the 
RCMP Police Aptitude Test. Between 1995 and 1999, Human 
Resources Development Canada has funded the Aboriginal Cadet 
Development Program to help young people with this disadvan-

tage so that they can become qualified for police training. The 
program is designed to upgrade their academic shortfalls and to 
teach them other necessary skills such as driving and first aid; 
training which is not normally available in their communities. 
Once they have become proficient in these areas, they can apply 
to take the RCMP Police Aptitude Test, the first of many more 
steps along a road that may one day lead them to Depot. 


There may be concerns that special standards make it easier for 
aboriginal applicants to enter the Force. “That's just not true,” 
says National Aboriginal Policing Branch’s Sgt Lawrence Aimoe. 
Aboriginal candidates will have been recruited and screened 
according to the Force’s national standards for prospective 
RCMP cadets, and every course and activity they experience will 
be exactly the same as for any other troop going through Depot.

CHURCHILL RIVER — Winding through northern Saskatchewan 
past the picturesque village of Stanley Mission, the Churchill 
River is not for amateurs. The Churchill River is where a group 
of Aboriginal youth and members of the Saskatoon Police 
Service have been getting 
together for the past four 
years. More than 30 people 
participated in this year’s out- jgug 
ing. 

The Peacekeepers, as they 
call themselves, were created 
by Const. Craig Nyirfa, Aboriginal Liaison Officer with Saskatoon 
police. 


“What we are trying to do is divert the youth toward healthy 
lifestyles”, said Nyirfa. “We do this by bringing together role 
models, elders and a cultural aspect to the program.” 


A partnership with the Saskatoon Tribal Council and the 
Saskatoon Police Service, the program has already seen more 
than 300 youth participate in the restorative justice program, 
which is unique in Canada. “What we have seen is human 
building,” says Nyirfa. “Many of the youth now return as camp 
leaders and some have taken a totally different turn in their 
lives.”

KEEPING THE CIRCLE STRONG 


An Aboriginal community gains 
control over Leen drug abuse

When Cst Stephen Gloade 
observed the violence and 
injury to residents in two 
Mi’kmag communities near 
his detachment because of 
widespread misuse of pre- 
scription drugs, and the pills that were making their way into 
the schools and into the hands of young children, he knew 
drastic action was needed immediately. Gloade and Aboriginal 
community health nurse Margie Pelletier both felt the problem 
did not need to be contained; it needed to be wiped out. 


Because of his efforts, Gloade was awarded the Nechi Medal of 
Distinction at a banquet hosted during National Drug Addictions 
Awareness Week in Edmonton this past November, The award 
honours individuals, agencies, and communities who have had 
a positive impact on addiction awareness and healing through 
their “tireless strength, initiative and devotion to keeping the 
circle strong.” 


“There is no secret formula or special magic to what we have 
helped accomplish. It’s all due to everyone sharing the same 
goal and keeping the protection of our children in mind.” 


Gloade worked with two Mi’kmaq 
First Nations to combat the substance 
abuse and violence that plagued their 
communities. As a result of the suc- 
cess of his initiative, similar programs 
have been established in other areas 
of Canada. 


Gloade has been stationed at Baddeck Detachment since April 
1996. Baddeck (pop. 1,064) is one of the largest communities 
on the Bras d’Or Lakes watershed on Cape Breton Island. It is 
located about 350-km northeast of Halifax. The detachment 
policies Wagmatcook First Nation (pop. 558), and the outlying 
area. 


By calling together the communities’ doctors, medical service 
advisors, pharmacists, addiction and drug counselors, and 
police officers, Gloade got them to focus on the misuse of pre- 
scription drugs. The group met for the first time in February 
1997 at the Victoria County Memorial Hospital in Baddeck. 


The strategy brought dramatic results. By June of 1997, after 
the first meeting on prescription drug misuse, the sale of pre- 
scription pills in Wagmatcook had declined 90 to 95 per cent. 
What’s more, between April and December 1997, arrests by 
members of Baddeck Detachment dropped to 110 persons, 
down from 174 during the same period in 1996. Forty-three of 
those arrested in 1997 were Wagmatcook band members, down 
from 113 the previous year. In 1998, the total was 120 per- 
sons, only 42 of which were Wagmatcook band members 
arrested on the Wagmatcook community.

“In police work, we are sometimes sur- 
rounded by negative situations.

One of those is 17-year-old Kara 
Neapetung. Moving to Saskatoon from a 
small First Nation four years ago, 
Neapetung found herself getting into trou- 
ble: “Drinking, drugs, and a group of so- 
called friends that did not like the 
police,” she said. Then her mother heard 
about the Peacekeepers and encouraged 
her to join. “Since then my life has 
turned around. My mother is very proud 
of me.” 


The program has encouraged Neapetung 
to look at the University of 
Saskatchewan's law program. “It also 
made me realize that cops are good 


people — just wanting to help me to get 
my life together.” 


One of the eight police officers who 
jumped at the chance to get involved in 
the program is Tisha-Rae Stonehouse. 
“This is why I wanted to be a police offi- 
cer, to help young people have a chance 
in life,” said Stonehouse. But the pro- 
gram has done more for Stonehouse than 
she anticipated. “The sweat-lodge cere- 
mony made me feel humble and I have 
learned a lot about myself.” 


Nyirfa said the program is unique in more 
ways than one. “We don’t just pick these 
kids up and drop them off later. We con- 
tinue to work with them, whether it be 
basketball, baseball or hiking to Grey 
Owl’s cabin. The main thing is to have a 
positive influence. Just to be there. 
Sometimes that is all it takes.” 


Two canoe trips are organized each year. 
For four days the group rides the majestic 
river, swimming and fishing along the 


way. It is an opportunity for many youth 
to experience a part of Saskatchewan they 
have never seen before. 


“Many of the youth now return as camp 
leaders and some have taken a totally 
different turn in their lives.” 


““T thought our province was flat,” said 


Neapetung. 


Nyirfa said many youth have never left 
Saskatoon. “It’s really amazing to see the 
youth come alive. Barriers are broken 
every time we make a trip,” he said. 


Those broken barriers are also important 
for Stonehouse. “In police work, we are 
sometimes surrounded by negative situa- 
tions. This made me realize that kids are 
kids. And the youth now see me as a per- 
son. An officer is what I do for a career, 
but it is not the person that I am.”

Health Canada statistics show that, between 1996 and 1999, the 
top two prescription drug users in Wagmatcook obtained some 
40,000 fewer pills, or an average of 18.5 fewer prescriptions 
yearly each, assuming dosages of one pill per day. This means 
that some 40,000 pills did not reach the community. 


Gloade acknowledges the contribution of 
Health Canada, which also helped produce 
an educational video on the Baddeck expe- 
rience. “If not for them taking a special 
interest in our group, it would never have 
reached the level it has today,” he says. 
“There is no secret formula or special 
magic to what we have helped accomplish. It’s all due to every- 
one sharing the same goal and keeping the protection of our 
children in mind.” 


Gloade’s strategy has captured the attention of the health com- 
munity, addiction counselors and enforcement officers else- 
where. The Indian Brook Detachment in Shubenacadie, about 
55 km north of Halifax, called Cst Gloade for information after 
hearing about his prescription drug misuse strategy. Indian 
Brook is attempting a meeting in their community following the 
same structure as the one held in Baddeck. Gloade has also 
traveled to British Columbia and Quebec to give presentations 
on his program. 


Gloade’s plan recommended the 


following course of action: 

e Doctors would prescribe medication for five days instead of 
30, to help prevent users from selling the drugs or taking 
too many. | : 

e The Wagmatcook Band Council would provide a medical taxi 
to its First Nations people. 

e Pharmacists would look for signs of double doctoring. 

e Drug and alcohol counselors working out of the 
Wagmatcook band office would identify drug addicts and 
provide counseling. 

e The RCMP would continue to enforce the law while helping 
school-age children learn about the dangers of drugs 
through various drug-related lectures with drug and alcohol 
counselors.

Recruitment of police officers should be a community- 
based activity, thus ensure your officers provide a profes- 
sional policing service. 

The #1 recruiter is the front line officer. 

To identify potential recruits, get to know the community 
and allow the community to get to know you. Increase 
positive non-enforcement contact by attending pow wows, 
round dances, treaty days, youth groups, school talks, 
sports events, career days etc. with focus on pre-teen, early 
teen, teen and young adult levels. 

Encourage Aboriginal women. In many instances women 
are better educated, have necessary life skills and are moti- 
vated towards finding a career, yet are often overlooked. 
Many high schools, community colleges and universities 
have a high number of Aboriginal students seeking careers. 
Consider conducting workshops for community counsellors 
with visits to local detachment, regional headquarters, 
training centres. Include practical aspects such as “ride- 
alongs.” 

In the case of any recruiting initiative, the Aboriginal com- 
munity should have input before it is introduced to the 
community. It must be understood by the parents and the 
community at large.

. Ensure qualifying standards are culled of systemic discrimi- 


nation barriers. At the same time maintain quality stan- 
dards, as all communities want a high quality police 
service. 

Utilize Aboriginal media. It can serve as an integral part of 
the outreach strategy. This includes television, (Aboriginal 
Peoples Television Network) radio and print, i.e. Aboriginal 
newspapers and magazines. 

Have officers of Aboriginal ancestry serve in key aspects of 
the recruiting process. 

Eliminate any aspect of the recruiting and career processes 
that make Aboriginal police officers appear second class, 
ie. provide same training with enhancements to focus on 
serving in the community, provide same “dress” uniform 
etc.

General of Canada, Nicole Jauvin, visited 
the Mohawk Community of Akwesasne to 
see first hand the challenges facing their 
police service due to its configuration 
and geographical location (it straddles 
Canada, the US, Ontario, Quebec and 
New York State). Chiefs Raymond

Police, discussed with the Deputy how the 
police are responding to the public secu- 
rity needs of the community. The com- 
munity policing agreement under the 
FNPP is cost-shared between Canada 
(52%), Ontario (24%) and Quebec 
(24%).

"It’s only appropriate that in this modern age we have an RCMP 
presence here," said Millbrook Chief Lawrence Paul, at the 
opening ceremony.

"There was only myself and one other officer 
who had any experience or history in policing when we started 
here," Lickers said. "We had to start from scratch and train new 
recruits. This meant almost our entire service was comprised of 
young, inexperienced officers." 


Despite the lack of experience among the officers, they had one 
thing going for them which the community embraced; all the 
members that joined the fledgling agency were from the com- 
munity. Lickers felt people would be more accepting of officers 
drawn from their own community. "Every officer here has a 
vested interest in what they are doing because it's their family 
and friends they are serving," he said. "The big plus is that it is 
more than just a job because you are working toward making 
the community you live in a safer place." 


Lickers said another benefit of such a system is that officers can 
see the results of their efforts as the years pass. "A lot of times

"I can remember seeing two OPP 
officers trying to cover the whole 
reserve when I was a kid," Davis 
said. "There was a lack of respect 
for them because they were seen as 
outsiders. A lot of people wouldn't 
even talk to them if they witnessed

police, but there are small 

groups that still lack respect or trust for them. "There are a few 
people here who won't accept Canadian law as the law of the 
land and believe that the Criminal Code is a foreign law that has 
been imposed on them," Davis concluded. Furthermore, Davis 
stated, "The reason people are more trusting now is because 
they know who the officers are and that they are not a nameless 
stranger in a uniform. Everyone in the community knows each 
other well and we understand people's situations or problems." 


Problems can occasionally arise when an officer is related to 
someone being investigated by police. However, the 20-member 
police service is now large enough to assign a different officer 
to a call or investigation if a conflict of interest occurs. 


Chief Lickers advises that with such close ties to the community, 
police accountability is rarely a problem. If an alleged discrep- 
ancy involving an officer on duty should arise, the police service 
is usually notified promptly. Lickers believes that this accounta- 
bility is what determines whether or not the Six Nations Police 
Service will continue to function. gontinued on page 5

"We came into existence by the 
passing of the Band Council Resolution," Lickers said. "They 
could pass a motion to disband us if they wanted to. That's a 
reality for us and I don't believe there are many, if any, non- 
native police services that have to work under those condi- 
tions." 


Lickers points out there is a positive side to this limitation. "If 
band council had to do something as drastic as disband us, they 
would only do so if there was a lot of pressure from the com- 
munity to do that. The only time you would see that pressure is 
if we weren't doing our jobs. Therefore the fact that we still 
exist at all is an endorsement of our efforts," Lickers concludes. 


The Six Nations community has had its fair share of negative 
experiences with law enforcement in its history. Both the RCMP 
and OPP were mistrusted by the community and received little 
respect for their authority. Lickers wanted to make sure that 
when his police service took over, history would not repeat 
itself. To accomplish that, he set up a system to educate people 
about the police service and what to expect from them. It's an 
ongoing responsibility that each officer has adopted.

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COOPERATION IN AKWESASNE 


Peace Prevails as Akwesasne Deals with A 
Summit of the Americas Protestors 


by Tonia Dawson 


n April 20-22, 2001, hemispheric Presidents and Prime Ministers met in 

Quebec City for the Summit of the Americas. While the country leaders 

began to descend on Quebec City, non-governmental organizations in 
Canada and elsewhere wished to use the event to protest against the globalization * 
of free trade. Many American protesters planned on crossing into Canada at the A 
Seaway International Bridge, which straddles the St. Lawrence River, with the City 
of Cornwall, Ontario at one end, and the Mohawk Territory of Akwesasne on the 
other, thus placing the 
community of 
Akwesasne in the 
middle of a situation 
that could have led 
to possible turmoil 
and the disruption of 
the peace that they 
work so hard to pre- 
serve.

Now that the Summit of the Americas is a part of history, the community of Akwesasne FA NESAS Hy, 
and the Akwesasne Mohawk Police Service are to be commended themselves on achiev- ’ Wik 
ing their goal of maintaining peace and harmony during a situation which could have led ' 

to some level of violence. Chief of the Akwesasne Mohawk Police Lewis Mitchell stated he 

was "pleased with the results and the cooperation of both the American and Canadian 

police agencies." He also commended the community leaders of Akwesasne, and the 

community as a whole for their participation in maintaining order. Police Chief Mitchell 

felt it was “a combination of police services and the community that facilitated a positive 

and non-confrontational outcome.” 


Approximately 1,000 protesters accessed the Mohawk Territory of Akwesasne from both 
the United States and Canada. According to Inspector Jim Potts of the Ontario Provincial 
Police Service, "Many protesters did not expect the police to speak with them and 
appeared impressed that they were escorted across the bridge by ten Native police offi- 
cers, who walked with them instead of patrolling them." Inspector Potts attributes the 
positive results to the fact that the police officers, along with the Chiefs of the Mohawk 
Council of Akwesasne, addressed each individual vehicle and expressed the concerns of 
the community, the hope for peace and explained the position of the police services. The 
officers wanted to peacefully engage the protesters before they had a chance to come into 
the community and possibly become hostile. Inspector Potts commented on his admira- 
tion for the teamwork of all police services involved and felt "this cooperation was instru- 
mental to the peaceful results of the day." 


The collaboration of the Akwesasne Mohawk Police Service, the supporting police servic- 
es in both Canada and the United States, and the community of Akwesasne as a whole, is 
a shining example of how cooperation, experience, dedication, and the belief in peace, 
can be successful. These sentiments were also echoed by Inspector Lenn Busch of the RCMP; "It gave me a good deal of pride 
and satisfaction, to be a part of, and to see brother and sister police officers from many agencies standing shoulder to shoulder 
on traditional Aboriginal territory to preserve peace. It spoke to me of inclusiveness and self determination for not just 
Aboriginal police officers, but also for all those we are called upon to protect and serve." The accomplishment of the day has 
permitted the community to continue on with their daily existence, and continue with their philosophy of enhancing peace, har-

RCMP ABORIGINAL SHIELD PROGRAM 


Drug Awareness Program Cuts Across Cultural 
Boundaries

he Aboriginal Shield Program, a consultative teaching and 
[= awareness program, was developed for use in aborigi- 

nal and remote communities. Sgt Lescadre of "C" Division 
Drug Awareness Service, Quebec, says it delivers solid results. 
Set Lescadre has worked with Aboriginal Shield since its devel- 
opment seven years ago by the Nechi Institute in Alberta, as a 
drug awareness program aimed at young people in aboriginal 
communities across the country. When his culturally diverse 
training team visits an isolated community, it leaves behind a 
legacy of cooperation and trust that can achieve real change in 

-~ peoples’ lives. 


His colleagues from the 
"C" Division Drug 
Awareness Service, Sgt 
Jean Lemieux, and Cpls 
Jocelyn Chagnon and 
Jacques Bordeleau, work 
with the team, along with 
Alan Moar, Aboriginal

Second, people aren’t working togeth- 
er. We need to put our expertise together. Nurses, doctors, 
police officers, social workers and band councils need to talk to 
each other about real issues.” 


Louise Logue describes the process as an exercise in trust. She 
says, “We build a team that can facilitate and get involved in a 
community, training nursing staff and doctors and meeting youth 
on the street. My part is to educate the community representa- 
tives on gangs, raids and trends, so they can identify problems 
and take action. This isn’t theory; it’s about helping people and 
communities.” 


Aboriginal Shield provides tools for these people to approach 
kids and parents to talk about substances, gangs, and to help 
inspire their own pride and cultural traditions, their values in 
life. Sgt Lescadre says the process can’t stay inside meeting 
rooms; it has to go out into the community. “We've used the 
program at picnics, fishing trips, around the campfire, in 
schools, in community activities, which give you good informa- 
tion and a chance to talk about real things.” 


Sgt Lescadre admits that “Prevention is hard to evaluate, espe- 
cially when you rely on generous people to give their time,” but 
adds that results are worth waiting for. “At the beginning of the 
summer, a lady from a native community told me that substance 
abuse and criminality have reduced in her community because 
of Aboriginal Shield. That's my hidden pay, but it takes time.”

“With each stone, if you take the time to hear the story there is a lesson to teach you, a direction to give you.” That les- 


son is augmented by five days of role-playing and interaction with OPP officers, designed to listen to and encourage the 
next generation of community leaders. “If we don't provide opportunities for them to be heard and recognize what they 
can contribute we lose a valuable resource.” Youth from two northern First Nations communities have already gone 
through the program since it was put in place last fall and reaction has been very positive with improved relations 


between youth and police, says Kohoko. “It's a joint learning process.”

The Ditidaht Police Service Detachment 


The village of Nitinaht is located on the 
West Coast of Vancouver Island and north 
of the Provincial capital of Victoria. The 
village overlooks Nitinaht Lake, which is 
one of the largest tidal saltwater lakes in 
the world. From the community, a 15 
mile boat trip takes you through a nar- 
row "gap" into the Pacific Ocean. This 
gap accommodates the tidal flow into 
and out of the lake and the current can 
be both beautiful and dangerous. The 
gap is the mid way point of the world 
famous West Coast Trail section of Pacific 
Rim National Park, and community mem- 
bers have been ferrying hikers across for 
over 25 years. Approx. 6,000 visitors 
from all over the world hike this 72km 


=) RCMP to provide mutual assis- 
tance in a number of areas. Files are 
generated through the Lake Cowichan 
Detachment, and I have access to their 
office and the Operational 
Communications Centre in Nanaimo, who 
act as a dispatch centre for me. 


Initially it was decided to phase in 
enforcement rather then pursue aggres- 
sive tactics that would have alienated the 
members of the community from the 
service. As an example, it was found 
quite a number of individuals neither 
possessed Drivers Licenses, nor carried 
insurance on their vehicles. Working 
with these individuals and Provincial 
authorities, we have been successful in 
securing the required documentation. 
This has not only provided them with a 
sense of self-esteem, but also given them

access to employment. Recognizing the 
youth as the future, we have dedicated 
much energy in this area in order to pro- 
vide them with the tools necessary to 
make sound decisions. We have held 
youth conferences, raised funds for youth 
events and worked with them on an indi- 
vidual basis seeing that any needs such as 
drug and alcohol counseling are avail- 
able to them. 


Duties in the area are much like any 
other jurisdiction where we have our 
share of violations of Provincial and 
Federal statutes. Key to our success to 
date has been working in close co-opera- 
tion with Crown Counsel, Probation, 
Social Services and other agencies that, 
in the past, tended to ignore the area. 
They have been very co-operative espe- 
cially, recognizing the distances commu- 
nity members must travel and becoming 
aware of and respecting the culture and 
community values. 


The concept of a "Stand Alone" Police 
service, especially in an aboriginal com- 
munity, is in my opinion a very valid 
option where true community policing 
can take effect, and where the police offi- 
cer is an integral part of the problem 
solving process. The community benefits 
by being safer and securer, and commu- 
nity members have input into the deci- 
sion-making process and better access to 
services. 
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SIGNING OF MKO FRAMEWORK 
AGREEMENT 


n June 6th, 2001, a Tripartite Agreement with Canada and 
(nine was signed for the provision of protective serv- 

ices regarding policing to the Manitoba Keewatinowi 
Okimakanak (MKO) First Nations. The MKO represents 50,000 
Treaty First Nations people who are members of the twenty-seven 
northern-most Manitoba First Nations. ' 


Grand Chief Francis Flett of MKO, Manitoba 
Justice Minister Gord Mackintosh and Peter 
Fisher, Director General of the Aboriginal 
Policing Directorate formally signed the 
agreement at a ceremony in Winnipeg. 
RCMP Assistant Commissioner Tom 
Egglestone also signed the agreement on 
behalf of the force, which has a significant 
role in the delivery of policing services to 
the MKO communities. 


At the ceremony, Peter Fisher remarked, 
“As we all know, close cooperation among 
the federal, provincial and First Nation governments is the key to 
success in Aboriginal policing. This signing ceremony is evi- 
dence that this cooperation and shared vision is very much alive 
today. Today, we are here to celebrate the progress that is made 
when we work together. I look forward to working with MKO 
and Manitoba in the future as we work toward implementing the 
MKO Framework Agreement.” 


Chief Flett noted, “I am very grateful that we have reached this 
very significant turning point in our relationship with law 
enforcement agencies and the Crown. I see this as a new begin-

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ning, an opportunity to honour our Treaty relationship, an 
opportunity to put in place a real system of justice for First 
Nations. A system where our concept of justice rules and the 
needs of our people and communities are served.” 


With this agreement, MKO will establish the MKO Regional 
Consultative Committee, made up of representatives of the 
Northern Tribal Councils and Independent First Nations. They 
will assist the communities as they negotiate their own Tripartite 
Agreements on Policing and will work cooperatively with 
Canada, Manitoba and the RCMP in this process. 


The agreement identifies the various options of 
protective services for the communities to con- 
sider in their individual negotiating positions. It 
also enshrines the intent of MKO to develop a 
strategic plan that will define and determine what 
an MKO Regional Police Service may look like, 
how it may be developed, implemented, man- 
aged and administered by First Nations for 
First Nations. 


The benefits to such an option are obvious 
said Grand Chief Flett, “Right now, our needs 
are quite distinct from the mainstream. Our 
path is one of restoration and healing. Our justice systems have 
a large part to play in this. We need policing that reflects our 
laws — basically respect and understanding. The adversarial, 
blaming, punishing system we have endured has not served us. I 
see this framework agreement as a major step towards gaining 
the support we need to practice the restorative justice approach- 
es that are so deeply traditional, effective and necessary in our 
communities. I welcome and congratulate Canada and Manitoba 
for joining us in this very necessary and very just undertaking. 
We are doing the right thing!”

ORDER OF ONTARIO 


ommissioner Gwen Boniface was 

recently honoured for her outstanding 

commitment to Aboriginal Policing in 
Ontario. She received the Order of Ontario 
at a black-tie ceremony held by the 
Lieutenant Governor of Ontario, Hilary 
Weston. 


The award is handed out annually by the government of Ontario 
to recognize the highest level of individual excellence and 
achievement in any field. The recipients are those who have 
made an outstanding contribution to life in the province of 
Ontario. Twenty-seven people were honoured this past year for 
their various activities in society. 


Gwen Boniface is presently the Commissioner of the Ontario 
Provincial Police and is the first woman to ever hold that posi- 
tion. In addition, she holds the position of President of the 
Canadian Chiefs of Police. 


Previously, Commissioner Boniface was the OPP Inspector in 
charge of the First Nation Policing program. Under her direc- 
tion, the program was implemented as a tripartite multi-year 
agreement serving over 70 Aboriginal communities across 
Ontario. In recognition of her commitment both provincially 
and nationally, Commissioner Boniface is, by invitation, a mem- 
ber of National Association of First Nations Chiefs of Police, 
where she was honoured with the prestigious Eagle Feather. 


members of the community. He also participates fully in all 
aspects of village life. The nomination report goes on to say that 
Morin creates a safe environment where youth can share their 
feelings in the presence of their families. This is particularly 
important in facilitating constructive discussions among offend- 
ing youth, victims, and the community. 


This officer's initiatives go well beyond the scope of normal 
police duties. For instance, he established a local artists’ group 
in the community and is working with youth on First Nations 
culture and spirituality. Morin encourages young people in trou- 
ble with the law to tell fellow students "It’s not cool to break the 
law", and shows his solidarity with the community by frequently 
participating in sweat lodge ceremonies. 


After receiving this award, Morin and three adult chaperons, 
took 14 youth on a weeklong journey to the Nekaneet First 
Nation in Saskatchewan, where they participated in a four-day 
traditional healing and medicines gathering. 


Morin has worked throughout his career to give young people, 
in trouble with the law, a sense of identity and pride, and help- 
ing them realize the importance of respect for themselves, their 
culture, and the feelings of others.

he Quebec First Nations Chiefs of Police Association, in col-

police officers in Quebec, launched a new education initiative in 
October 2000. The first group of students of this new program 
recently completed the first part of the three-part course. 


After months of discussions involving the three parties, with the 
help of the Solicitor General Canada and the Quebec Department 
of Public Security, a university course in police management has 
been created to meet the needs of the Quebec First Nations 
Chiefs of Police.

In the winter of 2001, a pioneer group of police chiefs partici- 
pated in the first, week-long theory class, taught at the Quebec 
police college in Nicolet. After each of these classes, the profes- 
sor from the University of Sherbrooke remained at the students’ 
disposal to help them with the practical portion of the course, in 
which they could apply their newly acquired knowledge in the 
workplace. 


At the end of the course, which was divided into 3 to 4 classes 
per module, the students will graduate with a university degree

fession and to meet the needs of 
their community. What is more, 
they will have established a sup-

done in the past”, said police chief Dickie. “This should ensure 
more safety on the lake”. The Stl’atl’imx Tribal Police officially 
took possession of the boat when Don Armitage, BC representa- 
tive of the Aboriginal Policing directorate of the Solicitor General 
Canada, handed over the keys to Police Board Chairman, Pauline 
Michel and Police Chief Dickey.

Mentoring for Aboriginal People (MAP) 
was created by Set. Darryl Wilson, who 
was born and raised in 
Sioux Lookout, to gener- 
ate interest in policing 
across North Western 
Ontario. MAP provides a 
refresher course in math- 
ematics and English as 
well as a better under- 
standing of what it takes 
to become a police offi- 
cer. "Many aboriginals 
don't really get to know 
police officers since they 
are geographically locat- 
ed a fair distance away 
from an office," Set. 
Wilson said. "MAP allows 
them to meet us and see 
what we're all about and 
at the same time it allows 
us to better prepare them if they decide to 
apply as an OPP officer."

Testing for First Nation people is the same — 


as for any other applicant and the selec- 


tion process follows Ontario's Constable 
Selection System. Mentoring sessions have 
been held in Thunder Bay and are planned ~ 


for Sioux Lookout and Fort Frances. 


Each location has managed to find volun- ~ 
teer teachers to present the math and 
English part of the program. The sessions 
are divided into two, two-hour evenings. 
Set.Wilson presents information about the 
OPP and what the actual testing entails, as 
well as what people can expect if they 
choose to apply or become police officers. 
"T basically tell the math and English 
teachers what the test consists of for con- 
stable selection and then I leave it up to 
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them entirely to choose what aspects of 
math and English they will teach in the 
mentoring program," he said. 
"Fortunately, I've received excellent sup- 
port from aboriginal administrators who 
were very enthusiastic to help get the pro-

gram underway once I explained to them 
what it was all about.” He intends to run 
the program throughout the school year 


_and continue as long as there's interest, 


with the long-term goal of seeing more 
First Nations people in uniform. "First 


Nations people have a far better cultural 
understanding of these communities," he — 


explained. "Even though we provide our 


officers with cultural and sensitivity train- 
‘ing, it is simply not as effective as actually 


having aboriginal officers to help relate 
with the many aboriginal communities in 
our part of the province." 


Set. Wilson hopes to see the number of 
First Nations applications increase signifi- 
cantly once the program boosts awareness 
and interest. "A lot of aboriginal commu- 
nities have come forward and said they 


would help take care of things by putting 
out the word to bring in students," 

Sgt. Wilson said. His goal is to have at 
least four aboriginal officers within the 
next 18 months. "That sounds fairly thin, 
but if you only have 15 apply that go 
through all the testing, I 
think it's feasible to get 
about four officers out of 
that group," he explained. 


Sgt. Amy Ramsay, OPP 
outreach coordinator, is 
also beginning a mentor- 
ing program for First 
Nations people in 
Southern Ontario but it 
will run differently than 
the one Sgt. Wilson estab- 
lished. Ramsay said the 
service will have a First 
Nation's police officer go 
to each First Nation com- 
munity to speak with the 
Chiefs and ask them to 
help identify people they 
think would make good police officers. 
The potential candidates will be taken to 
headquarters for a tour and given all the 
recruiting information they need and 
encouraged to apply to the service. "Once 
candidates are selected and hired, we will 
offer to provide them with a mentor who is 
a First Nations OPP officer," Ramsay said. 
"They can speak to this officer to exchange 
ideas, get additional advice, or discuss 
anything they may not have been comfort- 
able talking about with a supervisor or 
coach officer. As First Nations people see 
more and more First Nations officers in 
the agency, I'm quite sure they will 
become a lot more comfortable with the 
police and we'll get even more applicants 
in the near future."

ON-TRACK IN ALBERTA

he North Peace Tribal Police Service (NPTPS) has only been in 
Tc for six years but is now one of the most successful 

police services in Alberta. This success is attributed to the 
extensive training from the RCMP officers. "These gentlemen here 
are way better trained and just more capable of the job," said Colin 
White, Chief of Police for the NPTPS and RCMP Detachment 
Commander in Fort Vermillion. "These members are full peace offi- 
cers, with all the same duties and responsibilities and all the same 
authority as an RCMP officer. They just wear a different uniform." 


Constable Richard Laboucan has worked with the NPTPS for four 
years. "Here in Fort Vermillion, we get to patrol the area and we 
basically do the same thing as the RCMP does out here under their 
guidance." By sharing his culture, his work with the RCMP helps 
make the system more effective. "I have the advantage of speaking 
my language and I also speak English," he said. 


Police Chief Colin White adds, "I think it’s positive because they [the 
officers] know the area really well, not only how to get to the loca-

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tions, but they know the communi- 
ties themselves. They’re familiar 
with the people up here and the 
issues." 


Since the officers are members of 
the community of Fort Vermillion, 
the learning curve is minimal. The 
officers are aware of the specific 
policing needs of the community. 


There are currently five officers 
with the NPTPS and one support 
staff. With the exception of one officer, all members of the police 
service are from the area. The police service covers the communi- 
ties of Vermillion, North and South Tallcree, Fox Lake, rural Fort 
Vermillion and La Crete, as required.

visited eight remote Nishnawbe-Aski Nation (NAN) communities located in 
Northern Ontario. Goyce Kakegamik, NAN Deputy Grand Chief, and Wes Luloff, 
Nishnawbe-Aski Nation Police Service (NAPS) accompanied departmental officials.

The Nishnawbe-Aski Nation represents over 45 communities with an approximate pop- 
ulation of 25,000 people. The territory runs from the Manitoba border to the Quebec 
border within the Hudson Bay and James Bay watersheds. This area includes the dis- 
tricts of Cochrane, Temiscaming, Sudbury, Algoma, Thunder Bay, and Kenora. It occu- 
pies between one-half and two-thirds of Ontario, spanning a landmass of 1120 x 640 
km across the northern part of the province. 


The Nishnawbe-Aski Police Service (NAPS) was established in 1994 and currently pro- 
vides community based policing services to forty-four communities. NAPS currently 
reports a complement level of ninety three uniformed officers and eighteen civilian 
support staff. On June 3-4, 2002, aboard the Nishnawbe-Aski Police Service plane, the 
delegation visited the communities of Fort Albany, Kashechewan, Eabamatoong (Fort 
Hope), Webakeka, Kee-Way-Win, Deer Lake, Wunnumin, and Sachigo Lake. These 
communities, like many others within NAN, are accessible by air only with limited road 
access during winter months. 


The main purpose of the trip was to visit policing facilities, meet with police officers 
and band council members, in order to listen to their concerns with respect to various

ff-duty RCMP officers in Indian Brook have a crime fighting 
QO: of the pleasant sort. They're befriending and hanging out 

with youth in the community in hopes of building a relatioti- 
ship of trust and respect that could reduce criminal activity in the 
long run. "Hopefully this will provide some guidance for them,to 
make positive life choices," said Constable Stuart Knockwood, one of 
the detachment’s five members participating in the initiative called 
Police Big Brothers. 


In March 2002, 36 youths aged 12 to 18 years attended a 
Moosehead’s major junior hockey game at the Halifax Metro Center 
or a play at the Grafton Street Dinner Theater. Other activities 
include field trips, bowling and construction of an outdoor rink. 
Sgt. Darrell Beaton, head of the Indian Brook detachment said the 
program started early this year, and has already seen a difference in 
at least one young resident. "I can tell you in dealing with one par- 
ticular individual, he was difficult to approach and un-cooperative,"

Set. Beaton said. "But recently he has come around and been more 
respectful and more cooperative with the whole detachment." 


The officers don’t hand pick participants in their activities. In 
prepatation for this week, for example, they posted a sign up list at 
local schools and were able to accommodate everyone. "We're try- 
ing to have an impact on all of the kids, not just the ones we get to 
know with relation to criminal activities," Sgt. Beaton said. 


"We're trying to build bridges between the police and youth so when 


they see police they're not afraid to approach us. Hopefully a better 
relationship will reduce crime. We want them to be comfortable with 
our presence." Officers are usually off-duty when they participate in 


these specific activities. "A lot of credit has to go to our Chief and 
Band Council for their support of these projects," said Sgt. Beaton.

Dawson City’s first RCMP community constable last March. "Basically, I 

always wanted to get involved with the RCMP," Janus said of his new posi- 
tion as an RCMP constable. Under the community constable program, First 
Nation members can join the RCMP detachments to get a sense of the work 
involved as well as work on fulfilling any requirements that may be needed to get 
into the RCMP Training Academy in Regina, and then possibly become a regular 
member of the force. 


M ark Janus, a member of the Tr'ondek Hwech'in First Nation, became 


Janus said he was awaiting the results of various assessments, including First Aid 
training, fitness and typing, to learn what he needs to work on to get into the 
academy over the next year. The detachment can then work around his schedule 
so he can work toward whatever requirements he may need. Some of that work 
will include assisting in RCMP community initiatives such as the bicycle program, 
and appearing in the red serge at tourism events along with the other regular 
detachment work. 


Mark Janus, a member of the Trondek Hwech'in First 
In addition to the policing work and working to meet the requirements of the Nation, became Dawson's first RCMP community constable 
training academy, Janus will also work with the Tr'ondek Hwech'in. "He would last March 

be a liaison between the First Nation (and the RCMP)," said Sergeant Tim 

Ashmore, Detachment Commander. He added that the relationship between the police and the Tr'ondek Hwech'in is already quite good, but 
this will only strengthen that relationship. Janus will work with the First Nation on the Restorative Justice Program as well as any other 

duties the First Nation may want to work with the RCMP on. 


"It'll be a busy year for Janus," Ashmore said, "It's going to be a big learning curve." Janus will learn about the Criminal Code of Canada, 
how to deal with stressful situations police must cope with and numerous other aspects of the job. Janus sees it as the beginning of a new 
life for himself. "I really want to learn a lot," he said. It was only in December that he learned of the program. "It was a whirlwind tour." 
After moving to Whitehorse at the age of 10 from Dawson, Janus hopes to re-establish relationships with friends and family in Dawson. Over 
the next year, Ashmore will assess Janus for entrance into the academy. "I really don’t think you could ask for a better working environ- 
ment", said Janus after working four months with the Dawson City detachment. "The work experience is very effective".

Fires leave positive legacy 


RCMP, Stl’atl’imx Tribal Police work together to develop 
evacuation plans in case of future emergencies 


You might say every fire has a silver lining, 


This summer's frightening Town Creek, Seton Lake and 
Whitecap Creek wildfires scarred 48 square kilometers 
of our landscape and put most of us on evacuation alert, 
but they did leave some good things in their wake. 


We now haye a corps of experienced volunteers able to deal 
with emergencies, and thanks largely to the efforts of Lillooet 
RCMP Corporal Bill Melanson and St?atlimx Tribal Police 
Chief Constable Tom Karanfilis, our communities have 
comprehensive evacuation plans that could be called into 
service in almost any emergency situation. 


When the Town Creek and Dickey Creeks fires were sparked 
by lightning strikes on June 18, it became quickly apparent 
to provincial firefighters that the fires were a threat to the 
communities of Lillooet, Xwisten (Bridge River) and Tit'qet 
(Lillooet Reserve). Emergency officials quickly identified the 
need for a coordinated evacuation plan for the communities. 
The responsibility to put that plan together fell to the senior

The First Nations Police Governance Authorities

On December 3, 2004, the Honourable Gord 
Mackintosh, Minister of Justice and Attorney General 
for Manitoba, along with the Anita Neville, Member 
of Parliament for Winnipeg South Centre, and Chief 
Frank Whitehead of the Opaskwayak Cree Nation, 
announced funding for the Opaskwayak Cree nation 
Community Tripartite Agreement making OCN the 
fourth First Nation Community in Manitoba to join 
forces with the RCMP in becoming a First Nation 
Community Police Service (FNCPS). 


The five-year agreement will provide police 
services for the community. It will also fund seven 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) officers 
who will provide dedicated services to the OCN 
community, 


“The signing of this historic agreement is a positive 
example of what can be achieved when governments 
and communities work together towards common 
goals,’ said Minister Mackintosh. “This model 
enables First Nations citizens to participate in 
decisions and processes that set policing priorities 
in their community.” 


“I see the signing of this agreement as a significant 
step in taking greater control in ensuring safety 
and security for ourselves and our neighboring 
communities? said Chief Frank Whitehead. “Our 
community is excited to participate in a process 
that recognizes the desirability of providing First 
Nations people with policing services, guided 

by cultural and traditional methods.” 


In addition, it was agreed to continue funding for 
two band constables under the Band Constable 
Program (BCP) until a resource review of the RCMP- 
First Nations Community Police Service (RCMP- 
FNCPS) is complete. It was also agreed that OCN 
would construct a detachment on First Nation land 
for these officers.

The tribal 
journey is a story of their adventures, reinforcing 
stories on how they made a difference to those 
who may be or are thinking of attempting suicide. 


The group reached their final destination, 
the Nation’s Capital, on June 21st, 2005, in time 
to celebrate National Aboriginal Day.

The training lasted for four days 
and provided participants with a combination of 
theoretical knowledge, community experiences 
and experiential learning.

Discussions were led around the following three 
themes: defining "community-based" policing from a 


exploring the means of integrating public safety with 
health, social and economic factors at the community 
level; and identifying indicators for determining 
"communities at risk" such that this could be factored 
into prioritization for agreements and for measuring 
progress in reducing the level of risk. 


Mr. Bill Currie, former Deputy Commissioner of the 
Ontario Provincial Police, delivered a Strategic 
Framework Presentation on Integration. His 
presentation introduced the concept of a Community 
Justice Council as a coordinating body within a 


community, which was supported by the participants. 


The discussion on integration seemed to receive the 


most feedback as many of the participants kept 
on going back to the issue. 


The group agreed that there was interest in pursuing 
this discussion further. As well there was support for 
expanding the group, including both those academic 
and First Nations representatives who were unable to 
attend the session, as well as the inclusion of a Chief 
from a remote community, a female Longhouse 
representative, and senior policing representatives 
(i.e,, First Nations police, RCMP, SQ and OPP).

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) Deputy 
Commissioner and Commanding Officer E Division, 
Beverley Busson described the strong 

commitment and determination of the RCMP to 
continue to improve policing in First Nations 
communities within British Columbia, to address 
discriminatory practices, and to involve First Nations 
leadership in the process of identifying suitably 
qualified officers for detachments that work with First 
Nations communities. 


In panels throughout the conference the Nisga’a Lisims 
government and the Lisims/Nass Valley Detachment as 
well as the Cowichan Tribes Justice Committee, the 
Island District RCMP and the Cowichan Valley Regional 
Victim Services described their experiences, the 
challenges and the successes they have had as they 
built and maintained the effective relationship they 
currently enjoy. In district based working groups First 
Nation, RCMP and Government identified the key issues 
that needed to be addressed and discussed a variety of 
options that could be explored at the community, 
detachment, regional and national levels. Some of 
these included mutual principles, shared goals and 
expectations, cross cultural awareness, responsiveness 
to community diversity, visible offices in the 
community, holistic approaches and mechanisms for 
accountability and redress. As recommended at 
previous conferences, separate caucus sessions were 
held for the First Nations, RCMP and Government 
participants. These sessions provided opportunities to 
raise issues and concerns internally among colleagues. 


The conference also examined the option of developing 


a‘‘letter of agreement’ (LOA) between CTA 
communities and RCMP detachments. The presentation 
on the information based Mapping Project was seen as 
a valuable tool that could help all stakeholders become 
aware of the level of effort in a given geographic area, 
the variety of programs available with which to 
network, and the resources available to support efforts.

Nation Police Forces 
with Instant Replay 


| Over the past three years, all five of the Self- 
| Administered First Nations Police Forces in Alberta 
have adopted Digital Video Recording (DVR) as an 
integral part of their law enforcement and crime 
prevention toolkit. Currently, four of the five First 
Nation Self-Administered Police Forces in Alberta 
(Blood Tribe Police Service, Lesser Slave Lake 
Regional Police Service, Louis Bull Police Service, 
Tsuu T’ina Nation Police Service) have an operational 
DVR system with the fifth one, Peace River Tribal 
Police Service in Fort Vermillion, expecting to come 
on board in the coming months. DVR is an 
integrated system that includes a digital camera 
mounted inside the cabin of a police cruiser and a 
hard disk drive located in the trunk. The system 
allows police officers to digitally record incidents 


during regular police patrol activities. 


The DVR units are supplied by the Dare Agency in 
Lethbridge, Alberta. Following a conversation with 
Alf Rudd -the Blood Tribe Police Chief at the time - 
Russ Taylor of Dare researched DVR and assembled 
a package that he felt would meet the needs of First 
Nations Police Forces. A proposal was then put forth 
to Harley Crowshoe, at the time Regional Manager 
Alberta and Northwest Territories for the Aboriginal 
Policing Directorate (APD) and Ron Hepperle, 
Manager of First Nations Policing with the Alberta 
Solicitor General.

| Enforcement Aboriginal and Diversity Conference 

was jointly hosted by: Law Enforcement Aboriginal 


and Diversity Network, the Ontario Provincial Police, 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, the Toronto 
Police Service, the First Nations Chiefs of Police 
Association, and the Association of Black Law 
Enforcers, with support from the Canadian 
Association of Chiefs of Police, Multiculturalism 
Canada and Public Safety. The conference served the 
continuing pursuit of cooperative understandings 
and solutions to the challenges facing the public and 
the police as they work toward building relationships 
of trust with Aboriginal and other diverse 
communities.

It also can a 
serve as evidence in the defense against unfounded 
allegations of misconduct that may be brought 
against officers. DVR also has a deterrent factor on 
delinquent behavior according to Russ Taylor of the 
Dare Agency. When local community members find 
out they're being filmed, they invariably bring out 
their best behavior. Digital video evidence is 
encrypted with “watermarks” that appear if the 
videos have been tampered with which preserves 
the integrity of evidence for trials. 


All in all, DVR has been a boon for crime prevention 
and law enforcement for the Self-Administered First 
Nations Police Forces in Alberta to the point that, when 
asked if he thought that DVR had become an essential 
piece of equipment for the modern police force, Chief 
Rudd responded with a whole-hearted “Yes”

Once a year, dating back to 1988, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMP) had been delivering a Native 
|| Awareness Course at the Canadian Police College. In 
1992, Paul Trivett from Ontario Provincial Police 
(OPP), currently Chief of Police for Nishnawbe-Aski 
Police Service, partnered with Murray Wood from the 
RCMP and developed the Native Awareness Course 
currently being offered. 


Initially, this Native Awareness Course was being 
delivered twice a year, once in the spring and once 
in the fall. This year, in 2006, the plan is to deliver 
an estimated fourteen courses. 


The Native Awareness Course is currently being held 
in Mattawa, Ontario at Samuel de Champlain 
Provincial Park. The course is five days long with 
both in and out of class learning. “We learnt the 
history of the Ojibways and the Mohawks and learnt 
how to build a sweat lodge’; said Martina Vorel from
